ARMERO, Colombia. - The volca- 
no eruption that convened this 
peaceful Andean farming commun- 
ity to a valley of death left 21,559 
persons known dead or missing 
according to a government com- 
munique yesterday. 

The volcano melted snow on its 
peak Wednesday night, releasing an 
avalanche of mud that roared down 
the Annero valley, wiping out this 
town of 50,000 and 13 villages . 

Health Minister Rafael de Subiria 
said the final toll may never be 
known. 

Hundreds of survivors are still 
stranded three days after the erup- 
tion, clinging to the tops of trees and 
perched on rooftops with up to 2.5 
metres of mud around them. 

The U.S. Embassy has said 4,000 
bodies had been collected as of Fri- 
day morning, but officials with res- 
cue teams from the army, the nation- 
al police, the Colombian Red Cross 
and the Colombian civil defence esti- 
mated late Friday that only about 
800 bodies had been recovered. 

Local civil defence director Omar 


Mejia said 135 bodies were pulled 
from along the Chinchina River as 
far as 66km. away.

Jordan-PLO peace plan is dead, Syria says 


BEIRUT. - Jordan agreed with 
Syria this week to “reject any sepa- 
rate peace" with Israel, Syrian Vice- 
President Abdel Halim Kbaddam 
said in an interview published here 
Friday, adding that the Jordanian- 
PLO peace plan of last February was 
“dead.” 

In the interview in the Lebanese 
newspaper Al-Bayrak, Khaddam 
said the agreement came this week in 
talks between Syrian officials and 
Jordanian Prime Minister Zaid 
Rifai. 

The talks , Khaddam was quoted 


as saying, resulted in an agreement 
to “reject any separate peace in the 
Arab-Israeli conflict, consider the 
resolutions m the Fez Summit as the 
Arab peace plan, and that a solution 
to the Israeli -Arab conflict can be 
achieved only in the framework of an 
international conference. 

“This means clearly that the 
Jordanian-Palestinian accord of 
Amman is indeed dead,” Khaddam 
said. 

In Amman, King Hussein and 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat held for- 


mal talks yesterday for the first time 
since Hussein moved to revive links 
with Arafat’s rivals in Syria. 

State-run Jordan Television said 
the king and Arafat discussed their 
joint bid for peace with Israel. 

That pact, which calls for Israel to 
withdraw from all land captured in 
1967 and for creation of a Palestinian 
state confederated with Jordan, bad 
been damaged by a series of violent 
episodes and diplomatic setbacks in 
September and October that hurt 
the PLO’s imag^as a peace partner.

‘Moonlighting’ approved for NCOs in North

OC Northern Command Aluf Ori 
Orr is to allow senior non- 
commissioned officers serving in his 
command to take part-time civilian 
jobs. 

Orr said he took the unpre- 
cedented decision because NCOs 
with 15 or more years’ service were 
earning less than the minimum 
wage. He said he could not expect 
the heads of large families to con- 
tinue doing vital jobs in the defence 
forces on salaries of around 
IS400.000 per month. The alterna- 
tives were allowing them to “moon- 
light” legally or seeing them leave . 
the service, he said. 


Orr explained that he was not 
granting blanket approval for out- 
side work, but was going to consider 
each case individually. Approval will 
be granted, he said, mainly to men 
serving in specialized fields in the 
service branches of the command, 
and not to men serving with fighting 
units. Approval will be granted only 
where it is thought that the outside 
work will not interfere with the 
NCO’s military duties. 

Orr was not perturbed about the 
dangers of setting a precedent. He 
was not establishing new norms, he 
explained, but simply showing sensi- 
tivity to problems in his command. 

■ Several of Orr’s colleagues in the 
General Staff, however, warned that 


Ott could be opening a “Pandora's 
box” that could affect the entire 
army. But they agreed that salaries 
in the armed forces, particularly for 
veteran senior NCOs, were low. 
They said that Orr's decision could 
provide an interim solution that 
would prevent an exodus of senior 
qualified service personnel. 

A senior source in the defence 
establishment last night said: "It is a 
sad commentary on the times we live 
in when men in uniform have to hunt 
for extra jobs at night to make ends 
meet. Today it is service NCOs, 
tomorrow it will be fighter pilots 
who, by tbe way. don't earn much 
more.” 



Israeli analysts: 

Soviets ready 
to negotiate

Soviet statements in Geneva pre- 
ceeding the superpower summit 
meeting suggest the Soviets are will- 
ing to negotiate on two issues of 
critical importance to Israel, accord- 
ing to several Israeli analysis. 

The two subjects are Soviet Jewry 
and restoration of diplomatic rela- 
tions between Israel and the Soviet 
Union. It was stressed that Soviet 
willingness to discuss these subjects 
is related to the Soviet desire to cuny 
favour with Western opinion. 

The verbal formulations used by 
tbe top senior Soviet spokesman 
indicate that there might be room for 
negotiations between the Soviets 
and the U.S. on these subjects, the 
analysts said. 

In any case, the Middle East and 
Soviet Jewry are side issues on the 
Geneva summit agenda and any dis- 
cussions on these subjects wili be 
influenced by the progress on the 
main issue of disarmament. 

A deputy Soviet spokesman. 
Albert Vlaslov. said the Soviet Un- 
ion would restore relations with 
Israel only if the latter first agreed to 
an international conference includ- 
ing both the Soviets and the PLO. 

Israel, while refusing to talk to the 
PLO, wants the Russians to restore 
relations before an international 
conference. 

But more important was the state- 
ment by Vlaslov of Soviet interest in 
the “regularization of the situation 
in the Middle East." This statement 
indicates that the Soviets want a part 
in the Middle East peace process and 
might be willing to pay for it in coin 
that would be acceptable to the U.S. 
and Israel, the analysts said. 

Vlaslov's superior, Leonid 
Zamyatin, did not dismiss the 
chances of a breakthrough on the 
issue of relations in the summit but 
called it “speculation.” The for- 
mulation which he used to reiterate 
Soviet positions, and the statement 
that Israel was "a war^ot these posi- 
tions," suggest that thi> is an opening 
position for negotiations, the 
analysts said. 

While talking about Jews, 
Zamyarim stressed that Soviet policy 
towards Jews was an internal matter 
and compared it to Jews in the U.S. 
This was said to be a reminder that 
issues such as freedom of worship 
are stated clearly in the Helsinki 
agreement which the Soviet L J mon 
signed. 

By raising the Helsinki accords, 
Jthe Soviets could be indicating that 
they are willing to negotiate on hu- 
man rights. 

Moscow's mention of Helsinki 
puts the subject back into the coun 
of global issues, rather than leaving 
it as the regional issue that Israel 
tried to make it when Premier Peres 
suggested a trade-off between Soviet 
Jewish emigration and Russian par- 
ticipation in Middle East peacemak- 
ing. 

AJI the analysts warned, however, 
that it was extremely difficult to 
predict what rhe Soviet position on 
Jews and Israel would be in Geneva 
and how these positions would in- 
teract with American positions on 
other issues. 

Dov Sattat, a former director- 
general of the Eastern European 
department in the Foreign Ministry, 
noted that Gorbachev faces a party 
congress in February where he must 
demonstrate a strong position. 
Other experts have said that serious 
relaxation of the official posture to- 
wards Jews would not suit the inter- 
nally powerful image that Gor- 
bachev seeks to convey. 

President Reagan stated in his 
recent speech to the UN General 
Assembly that he wishes to discuss 
“regional issues” in Geneva. Of all 
the regional issues, such as Central 
America and Afghanistan, the Mid- 
dle East is the only arena in which 
the U.S., the Soviets or their proxies 
are not in direct armed conflict. 

But the lack of urgency in the 
Middle East may mean that it is the 
regional issue discussed since there is 
more room for diplomatic man- 
euvering. the analysts speculated. 


Chief Rabbinate says documents from ’66 and 71 show: 

Ethiopian Jews promised to convert

Long before the Ethiopian Jews 
arrived in Israel they agreed to abide 
by any demands of the Chief Rab- 
binate regarding their status, an aide 
to Sephardi Chief Rabbi Mordechai 
Eliahu has told The Jerusalem Post. 

The aide. Rabbi Eliahu Ben De- 
ban, explained that the promise is 
recorded in two separate documents 
in the hands of the Chief Rabbinate: 
a letter to then Sephardi Chief Rabbi 
Yitzhak Nissim from Ethiopia' in 
1971, and a memorandum of a 1966 
meeting between then religious 
affairs minister Yitzhak Raphael and 
Yosa Bagula, a leader of the Ethio- 
-pian community. 


The 1971 letter is in Amharic, with 
a free translation by Hezi Ovadya, 
an Israel Defence Forces officer who 
took an interest in the Ethiopian 
Jews. 

"We, the Jews of Ethiopia,” it 
says, "are in a far-off dispersion. For 
many generations we have been 
among the peoples of this land and 
lived in their impurity. 

"Ail the communities of Israel, 
wherever they are dispersed, are 
under the spiritual leadership of his 
honour (the chief rabbi). We too 
yearn to be under the wise lead- 
ership of our lord. 

“Our honoured lord, under your 
spiritual leadership we wish to fulfil 
the prophecy of the return to Zion. 


We are ready to take upon ourselves 
whatever his honour, die rabbi, de- 
mands of us, with immersion and all 
that this entails. 

"We have derided this, both great 
and small, in order to complete the 
process of our being accepted as 
equals in all things.” 

The letter, which ends with a re- 
quest that Israel send three rabbis to 
die community, is signed by 17 rep- 
resentatives of the community from 
Tigre province. 

In the memorandum from 1966, 
which is an internal Religious Affairs 
Ministry document, Raphael prom- 
ises to support tbe training of three 
to five young Ethiopian Jews in

GENEVA. - A Soviet spokes- 
man said here yesterday that the 
Soviet Union would renew ties 
with Israel only if Israel agreed to 
the PLO's participation in talks 
on the Middle East. 

The spokesman. Albert Vlasov, yt 
a news conference prior to Tuesday * s 
opening of the Reagan-Gorbachev 
summit, stressed that re- 
establishment of relations ivilh Israel 
can come only after Israel agrees to 
an international conference on 
peace which would include (he PLO. 
President Reagan arrived in Geneva 
last night (see story - page 2). 

Vlasov, the deputy Soviet spokes- 
man for the summit, headed a six- 
member delegation that met the in- 
ternational press. Also taking pan in 
the delegation were two Jews. 
Samuil Zivs. vice chairman oi the 
Soviet Anti- Zionist Committee, and 
Julian Semvanov. a member of the 
Directorate of Soviet Writers. 

According to Vlasov: “Norma- 
lization of relations is possible if it is 
done through a general conference 


on the Middle East that would in- 
clude the participation of both the 
PLO and Israel." Asked if he be- 
lieved a compromise could be found 
between the Soviet stand and Prime 
Minister Peres's position that the 
Soviets must recognize Israel before 
negotiations. Vlasov responded: 
“There is a diametric opposition in 
these positions. There can be n>i 
question of not holding an interna- 
tional conference. 

“We have the example of the 
separate peace (between Israel and 
Egypt).” he said. “After that agree- 
ment we saw the annexation of 
southern Jerusalem tsicl and the 
Israeli aggression in Lebanon.” 

On Friday, chief Soviet spokes- 
man Leonid Zamyatin hinted that 
the Soviet Union was moving closer 
to re-establishing diplomatic rela- 
tions with Israel.

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Consumer Price Index rises 4.7% in October 

Higher-than-expected figure 
gives Treasury officials jolt

The Treasury was shocked on Fri- 
day when the Central Bureau of 
Statistics announced that prices had 
gone up by 4.7 per cent in October. 

The ministry was expecting an 
inflation rate of no more than 4 per 
cent. But Treasury officials and eco- 
nomic observers said that despite the 
higher-than-expected inflation, 
there is no immediate danger to the 
government’s economic plan. 

Due to the 4.7 percent inflation in 
October, employees will get a 3.8 
per cent cost of living increment in 
their November salaries, payable 
early next month. The increment 
equals SO per cent of the increase in 
the Consumer Price Index last 
month. 

October's price hikes brought the 
CPI to 301.4 points on the 1980 
baseline. This puts the cost of an 
average basket of goods and services 
for an averaee urban family of four 
at IS1. 110.000. 

Since the beginning of the year 
consumer prices have risen by 180.2 
percent. But in the August-October 
period they rose by some 12 per cent, 
which translates into an annual pace 
of some 58 per cent. 

CBS officials pointed out on Fri- 
day that most of the rise in the index 
resulted from hikes in the price of 
clothing, footwear, fruit, vegetables 


and housing. All of these increases 
were due to seasonal factors. 

Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i 
said on Friday that November's in- 
flation rate would be between 1.5 
and 2 per cent. Speaking at tbe 
Industrial and Commercial Club in 
Tel Aviv, Moda'i said that the Treas- 
ury knew that it would be hard to 
keep October's inflation below the 4 
per cent mark, because of rhe large 
rise in the price of fruit and veget- 
ables. 

Economics Minister Gad Ya’aco- 
bi said after publication of the fi- 
gures that they proved it was neces- 
sary to start negotiations to compen- 
sate workers by cutting tax rates, and 
not through increments in gross 
wages. 

Manufacturers' Association presi- 
dent. Eli Hurvitz. also warned 
against wage increases and said that 
industrialists would find it hard to 
pay the 3.8 per cent C-o-L allo- 
wance. Speaking at a meeting of the 
Economic and Social Council - the 
government-employers-Histadrut 
body - he warned against high in- 
terest rates and the threat of wage 
rises. 

The only body apparently cheerful 
about tbe inflation figures was the 
Bank of Israel. Officials there said 
the inflation rate proved that interest 
rates in the economy were not as 
high as the private sector had

Yael Kahana. an anthropo- 
logist who has lived with and studied 
the community and who maintains 
close links with it. said that the letter 
from 1971 reflects the desperation of 
the period, which was the darkest 
time for Ethiopian Jewry. The 
Israeli embassy in Addis Ababa 
would not even grant entry visas for 
Ethiopian Jews, and at the same 
time the Church Mission for the Jews 
was at the peak of its power. 

As for the letter's translator. Hezi 
Ovadva. he was a Yemenite Jew 
born in Asmara, who was appointed 
by the Jewish Agency to deal with 
those few Ethiopian Jews who ar- 
rived at Eilat in fishing boats, ft is 
significant, she noted, that his links 
were mainly with the Tigre commun- 
ity. while today the Gondar com- 
munity is in the ascendancy. 

As for Yona Bygula. he was a 
representative who dealt with Ethio- 
pians being trained as teachers by 
the Jewish Agency in the 1960s. ft is 
clear, she said, that he saw the 
problem as a political one and simply 
did not relate to the religious issue. 

Meanwhile, sources close to the 
Ethiopians also commented on re- 
ports of a scheduled marriage last 
week which was called off after the 
groom refused to undergo an immer- 
sion ceremony. The sources noted 
that the groom had evidently in- 
tended to undergo such a ceremony, 
but had then given in to pressure 
from other members of the commun- 
ity and refused at the last moment. 


Reagan angered by leak 
of Weinberger note on arms 


ABOARD AIR FORCE ONE 
(AP). - President Reagan, en route 
to Geneva and bis meeting with 
Mikhail Gorbachev, summoned top 
aides yesterday to an in-flight con- 
ference as one official said he viewed 
the leak of a Pentagon letter on 
Soviet arms violations as an attempt 
to sabotage the summit. 

The summit begins Tuesday, but 
the presidential party left well ahead 
of time to give the 74-year-old 
Reagan an opportunity to relax and 
adjust to the six-hour time difference 
between Geneva and Washington. 

En route, Reagan aides discussed 
the letter from Defence Secretary 
Caspar Weinberger and praised - 
cautiously - the decision by the 
Soviets to allow some spouses of 
Americans to finally emigrate from 
the Soviet Union. 

Spokesman Larry Speakes said of 
the president's pre-summit de- 
meanour: “He’s confident, he*s 
ready, well-prepared and in an up- 


beat mood." But he didn't attempt 
to mask Reagan's anger over the 
letter from Weinberger beseeching 
Reagan to avoid commitments to 
Gorbachev on several arms issues. 
Speakes indicated that he believed 
Weinberger or one of his closest 
aides leaked the letter to The New 
York Times. 

A senior official aboard Air Force 
One was asked if he regarded the 
leaked letter as an attempt to sabot- 
age the President's mission to Gene- 
va. and the official replied. “Sure it 
was.” 

Weinberger was left off the Gene- 
va delegation, a move interpreted 
widely as an indication that Reagen 
did not care to have a split on arms 
policy dominate inner- 
administration discussions in Gene- 
va. Weinberger and others in the 
Pentagon are said to be more strong- 
ly opposed to aims concessions than 
others in the administration. 


SLA says 15 men deserted; 
Amal says it kidnapped them

METULLA. - Fifteen South Leba- 
non Army soldiers late Friday night 
deserted a position in Tulin village in 
the northern part of the security 
zone, SLA sources said yesterday. 

The sources denied claims by the 
Shi'ite militia Amal that tbe militia 
kidnapped the men. 

Meanwhile, Reuter reported that 
state-owned Beirut Radio yesterday 
said the 15 men were captured by 
“Lebanese guerrillas.” Tbe radio 
said “national resistance” fighters 
took the position after a two-hour 
battle, seizing eight men of the SLA 
and seven pro-Israeli village militia- 
men. 


The attack could not be indepen- 
dently confirmed, Reuter reported. 
But in Beirut Amal leader Nabih 
Beni said it was a heroic example for 
“resistance fighters" trying to oust 
Israel and its local allies from the 
southern zone. 

He said the guerrillas captured the 
pro-Israelis and their arms “in spite 
of desperate attempts by the Israelis 
through the intervention of helicop- 
ters against the operation. ” 

In another development, SLA sol- 
diers on Friday shot and killed a 
Lebanese man in a cor near Akiya 
bridge in the security zone when he 
failed to obey orders to stop at a 
roadblock.

Peres’s greatest achievement, 
however, was exposing the Likud’s 
weakness and vulnerability. The 
Likud has to contend with a built-in 
weakness that would force it to give 
in in almost any crisis, or at least not 
to go very close to the brink. The 
Likud cannot afford to take risks if it

wants to collect on its investment 
and see the rotation agreement im- 
plemented.

Labourites 
see gov’t fall 
next time

TEL AVIV. - Most of tbe Labour 
party closed ranks behind Prime 
Minister Peres on the weekend, do- ■ 
fending his handling of the Sharon 
affair and maintaining that it had 
strengthenedtheparty’s position . 

But the consensus in Labour is 
that the affair is bound to resurface, 
possibly in a similar format, and that 
the government will fall tbe next | 
time around. 

A certain disgruntiement was 
apparent on the party’s left wing, 
and several MKs criticized the role 
played by Energy Minister Mosbe 
Shahal. They said he had misjudged 
the readiness of the religious parties 
to enter a narrowlv-based coalition 
with Labour, thus causing Peres to 
i take a harder line than he might 
otherwise have done. 

MK Dov Ben-Meir appeared to 
speak for the majority when he said 
that Peres had succeeded in asserting 
his authority in the government, had 
emphasized the weakness of Vice 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Sbamir and 
had caused Ariel Sharon to lose 
considerable political face. 

Economics Minister Gad Ya’aco- 
bi noted that Peres had asserted his 
right to fire a Likud minister at will. 

I Ya'acobi predicted that the affair 
I would lead to an improvement in the 
functioning of the government, both 
in terms of collective responsibility 
and the tone of debate. 

Only a small minority of those 
questioned seemed to think that 
Peres had emerged badly. One MK 
maintained that the premier should 
not have gone so far as he had if he 
did not have the nerve to go through 
with Sharon's dismissal, and asked: 
“If he's not prepared to go to elec- 
tions now. then when will he be 
ready?” 

However, no one appeared to be- 
lieve that the Sharon affair would 
add significantly & the longevity of 
tbe national unity government. 
Labour Party MKs are only too 
aware of the "serious differences" 
between themselves and the Likud 
and anticipate only a brief respite, at 
best. 

chose to have his knuckles rapped 
and stay in the government. 

To his diehard disdples he is the 
martyr once more . He could likewise 
claim to be the man who can deter- 
mine where Herat will go. He will 
surely portray himself as the most 
daring fighter in the war against 
Peres and as one who did not shrink 
from jeopardizing his own position.

Peres, Shamir deadlocked 
over right to fire ministers

The coalition crisis sparked by 
Industry Minister Ariel Sharon came 
to a quiet end Friday morning in a 
meeting between Premier Peres and 
Likud leader and Vice Premier Sha- 
mir. 

The two repeated their almost 
diametrically opposed positions on 
the issue of firing ministers, in effect 
leaving the dispute unresolved until 
a similar clash erupts again. 

Peres made it clear to Shamir that 
if a minister were to repeat state- 
ments similar to Sharon's scathing 
aitidan of the premier last Monday. 
Peres would not wait for a compli- 
cated process of apology and would 


fire the minister on the 
spot. 

Sh amir said firing ministers from 
the other main party without the 
agreement of the party head was a 
contravention of the coalition agree- 
ment, which the Likud would not 
tolerate. 

Meanwhile. Sharon left on Friday 
morning for the U.S. on an Israel 
Bonds speaking tour. 

From the U.S.. he will travel to 
Argentina and Uruguay where he 
will discuss the expansion of trade. 
Israel wants its exports to these 
countries to equal its imports from 
them, including meal and coffee. 

Sharon is accompanied by a group 
of industrialists and businessmen.

The Israeli government is well aware 
of this,” he said. 

Asked whether the Soviet position 
that it recognizes Israel's right to 
exist is not contradicted by its sup- 
port for measures to evict Israel from 
the UN. and its recent characteriza- 
tion of Zionism as “man-hating,** 
Georgi Arbatov, the influential 
director of the Institute foT the U.S." 
and Canada, commented: 

“Zionism for us has a different 
meaning than for you. We don’t 
consider being anti-Zionist as mean- 
ing that we oppose the existence of 
Israel. We understand Zionism as 
being deeply anti-Soviet and anti- 
Arab.” 

Zivs. of tbe anti-Zionist commit- 
tee, was asked about reports that the 
Soviets may soon release a large 
number of Soviet Jews as pan of a 
rapprochement between Israel and 
the USSR. He responded: “There 
can be no linkage between tbe issue 
(of Soviet Jews) and the question of 
Middle East peace. The Middle East 
question must be settled in a political 
framework. We strongly disagree 
with the efforts of some Zionist 
organizations, to interfere in our 
internal affairs with a false claim that 
the Jews are a unique people, and 
that Soviet Jews want to emigrate." 

He added: “We will not accept the 
idea of repatriation or the idea that 
Israel is the homeland of Soviet 
Jews. Soviet Jews regard themselves 
as Soviet citizens.” 

la Jerusalem, a spokesman for die 
World Zionist Organization said 
that the heads of the World Commit- 
tee for Soviet Jewry would meet this 
week in Geneva. They would draw 
attention to the fact that the gates 
are still closed to Jews wishing to 
leave the Soviet Union for Israel, 
and speak at a mass rally. 

On Friday. Soviet officials, con- 
tinuing their “charm offensive” in 
advance of tbe summit, answered 
questions on topics ranging from 
space weapons to anti-Semitism and 
human rights. 

Zamyatin and a group of experts 
held an hour-long rough-and-tumble 
news conference with some 200 in- 
ternational reporters.

He and other Soviet officials made 
light of some of Reagan’s well publi- 
cized attempts to prepare for the 
summit. 

“General Secretary Gorbachev 
does not need 10-minute video clips 
to fill his attention span,” Zamyatin 
said. "He reads and works a long 
time.” 

Geneva streets reflected the 
stepped-up security imposed for the 
summit. Police and army troops dot- 
ted street corners and barricades 
were erected outside key buildings. 

Reagan has said he will raise the 
issue of some 115,000 Soviet troops 
in Afghanistan and Kremlin military 
aid to Nicaragua. Angola. Ethiopia 
and South Yemen. 

The Soviet experts repeated the 
Kremlin's sharp attacks on Reagan's 
Strategic Defence Initiative (SDI). 
saying an arms race in space must 
□ever be allowed to start. 

At a second press conference 
yesterday, Soviet officials faced a 
barrage of questions on Afghanis- 
tan, but their answers signalled no 
change in the Kremlin's position. 

The officials repeated the Krem- 
lin's statements that Soviet troops 
will be withdrawn from Afghanistan 
when a "political settlement” is 
reached with guarantees that “out- 
side" interference will stop. 

Asked if the Soviet Union would 
support direct talks with the anti- 
Marxist guerrillas fighting the 
Soviet-backed Afghan government, 
Yevgeny Primakov would not 
answer directly. He said most of such 
questions are up to the Afghanistan 
government. 

Meanwhile, the Soviet govern- 
ment has decided to allow 10 citizens 
with spouses in the U.S. or other 
American ties to leave the Soviet 
Union, officials in Washington said 
Friday. 

A State Department official said 
the 10 included eight spouses of 
Americans, one with Family mem- 
bers in the U.S. and another with 
dual U.S. -Soviet citizenship. 

Tbe reported Soviet decision has 
yet to be confirmed by Moscow.

Nazi war criminal held 
by Buenos Aires police

The number of Israelis waiting for 
a phone to be installed fell in the past 
year by 45,000, despite an additional 

100.000 new applications. 

'According to Bezek, the public 

telecommunications company that 
took over less titan two years 
from the Communications Ministry', 
the number of new installations dur- 
ing the six months between April and 
October jumped by 48 per cent com- 
pared with the same period in 1984. 
A total of 58,000 phones were instal- 
led from April through September, a 
figure 3 per cent above the target set 
by Bezek. 

The telecommunications company 
says that the number of Israelis wait- 
ing for a . phone has fallen from 

200.000 to 215,000 during the past 
year. 

Bezek claims that the boom in 
phone Installation is 'the result of 
investment in development and in- 
frastructure made possible by turn- 
ing the government’s phone services 
into a public company. 


BUENOS AIRES (Reuter). - A 
man believed to be Nazi war criminal 

Walter Kutscbmann, accused of 
murdering 2,000 Polish Jews during 
World Wax U, has been detained in 
Buenos Aires, police said Friday. 

They said the man was arrested by 
Interpol agents on Thursday night 
after an extradition request from 
West Germany. 

A police official said the man. 
calling himself Pedro Ricardo Otmo, 
had been moving from house to 
house recently to avoid arrest. 

Nazi-huoter Simon WiesentbaJ 
has said that Olmo is Kutschmann, a 
former SS lieutenant. 


Olmo, 72, has lived in Argentina 
since 1947 and had worked for the 
West German electrical company 
Osram. In 1975 he was briefly de- 
tained by police for an identity 
check. 

Olmo was taken to the federal 
court for questioning by Judge Fer- 
nando Ardumbald. He spent the 
night at federal police headquarters. 

“The chase is over," Interpol 
agent Pedro Aybar quoted him as 


saying at the time of his detention. 
Aybar said t her Olmo had been 
surprised but did not attempt to 
escape. 

He said Interpol agents began the 
search for Olmo early this month 
after an extradition request from 
West Germany was channelled to 
Archimbald through the Foreign 
Ministry. 

The Interpol agents arrested him 
as be was getting into a car in the 
northern Buenos Aires suburb of 
Florida. Aybar said the man re- 
sponded to the name Olmo and that 
the courts would deride his true 
identity. 

In Terre Haute. Indiana, Nazi- 
hunter Tony Van Rentergbem said 
Wednesday at an inquiry sponsored 
by the Candles organization pf survi- 
vors of Auschwitz that be had spot- 
ted a man believed to be SS Dr. Josef 
Mengele on the Spanish island of 
Porto Santo last April. 

But Israel's former envoy to Para- 
guay, Benno Weiser Varan, said at 
the conference he was convinced 
that bones found in a Brazilian grave 
last June were Mengele's. 


Bishops to be urged to ask Jews’ forgiveness

ROME. - A world synod of bishops 
this month is to be asked to produce a 
document asking the Jews' forgive- 
ness “for 2000 years of persecution," 
and possibly recommending to the 
Vatican that it establish diplomatic 
relations with Israel, the Italian 
newspaper II Giorno reported on 
Friday. 

The worldwide assembly of 
bishops is to begin its two week 
meeting here on November 27 to 
review the implementation two de- 
cades later, of the Vatican Council U 
document Nostra Aetare (In Our 
Times). The document dramatically 
revised Catholic doctrine on the 
issue of Judaism. 

Monsignor Clemente Riva. Au- 
xiliary Bishop of Rome and presi- 
dent of the Roman Diocesan 
Ecumenical Committee, has 
announced that he will personally 
; ' present a letter signed by thousands 
of Catholics to Cardinal Johannes 
\ Willebnwds. president of the Secre- 
tariat for Christian Unity and of the 
Holy See's commission for religious 
relations with the Jews, and Cardinal 
Roger Etchegaray. president of the 


Commission for Justice and Peace, 
asking them to request the synod to 
issue a document in which the 
Catholic Church asks forgiveness of 
the Jews. 

Bishop Riva announced the initia- 
tive last Monday evening at the inau- 
guration of the Rome Jewish- 
Christian Friendship Association's 
fourth year of activity. 

The Christian promoters had 
hoped that a news blackout would 
prevail until the letter was actually 
presented next week. The letter, 
which was formulated by Catholic 
members of the friendship associa- 
tion with the support of Catholic 
theologians and Vatican consul- 
tants, and promoted by Catholic 
ecumenical associations, has circu- 
lated across Catholic associations 
and parish churches all over Rome 
and other parts of Italy, accumulat- 
ing thousands of signatures. 

Ttje letter asks the two cardinals - 
who are both deeply committed to 
improving Catholic-Jewish relations 
- to intervene at the synod on behalf 
of an official document that will “ask 
forgiveness of God and of our Jewish 
brethren, 

• for the murders, persecutions and 


vexations of which Christians have 
rendered themselves guilty in the 
course of centuries: 

• for the teaching of contempt which 
still too often pollutes our catech- 
esis; 

• for the hardness of bean that 
prevents the elimination of age-old 
prejudices and annuls the work of 
the Holy Ghost 20 years after Nostra 
Aetate." 

An additional paragraph asking 
the Vatican to establish diplomatic 
relations with Israel was added in 
another version of the letter, already 
sent to the two cardinals by the 200 
Christian participants of the Sixth 
Annual Jewish-Christian collo- 
quium held at the Camaldoli Monas- 
tery October 31 to November 3. 

The text is identical, but adds: 
“With respect for the indestructable 
bond between the people and the 
land by which the Jewish conscience 
defines itself, we ask your eminences 
to (move) the Holy See to finally 
establish diplomatic relations with 
the State of Israel, thus formalizing a 
recognition which already exists de 
facto. May the God of Israel help us 
to follow the path of truth and jus- 
tice." 


Many ready to flee at a moment’s notice: 

T unisia ’s Jews feel community dying 


PARIS fJTA). - Tunisia’s three or 
four thousand remaining Jews feel 
like a dying community. Many carry 
airplane tickets so as to be able to 
■flee the country at a moment’s 
notice. The others, even the most 
optimistic, wonder what will happen 
to them after President Habibi Bour- 
guiba, 82. dies or retires. 

These are the main conclusions of 
an investigation carried out by the 
French newspaper Le Monde in the 
wake of the Oriober 8 attack by a 
Tunisian policeman on a crowd of 
worshippers in a Jerba synagogue. 
Five people, four of them Jews, were 
killed and eight others wounded. 

According to Le Monde , there are 
no more than 4,000 Jews (eft in 
Tunisia out of a total of some 
120,000 at the time of Israel's crea- 
tion. Many fled while Israel fought 
for its independence, others in 1967 
during the Six Day War, more in 
1973 during the Yom Kippur War 
and the last wave left Tunisia in 1982 
during Israel’s invasion of Lebanon. 

Most oF the remaining Jews live in 
Jerba. Another large community re- 
mains in Tunis and small communi- 


ties still exist in Zarzis, Sfax, Nebul 
and Gabes. 

Some 40 synagogues are still ac- 
tive, 15 of them in Jerba, and the 
Jewish community also has special 
social services and medical centres 
largely subsidized by the Tunisian 
government itself. 

There are no longer any Jewish 
ministers or members of parliament 
and only a dozen Jewish doctors and 
lawyers still practise in Tunis and 
Jerba. All the others have left, most 
of them for France. There are still 
Jewisb-owned shops in the centres of 
the main cities, including several 
large department stores, but the cur- 
rent owners will have to sell to the 
only available buyers, Tunisian Mos- 
lems, when they want to retire. 

Le Monde quotes most of the Jews 
it questioned as saying that there is 
hardly any anti-Semitism, and that 
past troubles were caused by Mos- 
lem extremists and more recently by 
Libyan radio broadcasts - including 
a special station beamed to Tunisia 
and known as ‘The Radio of the 
Sacred Hate." 

Le Monde recalls that the Septem- 


ber 1982 anti-Jewish demonstrations 
in Zaizis, a village near Jerba, were 
caused by Libyan hate broadcasts. 


After that demonstration, Bour- 
guiba personally reassured the chief 
rabbi. After the Jerba killings last 
month, a Jewish delegation led by 
Chief Rabbi Haim Madar met only 
with the Tunisian minister in charge 
of security, Ben Ali. Local Jews, 
quoted by Le Monde, believe the 
Tunisian government chose to keep 
this contact at a relatively low level 
because of the Libyan threat and the 
Israeli air raid on the Palestinian 
base near Tunis October 1. 


According to Le Monde, Tunisia’s 
Jews bave little to fear for the time 
being, but after Bourguiba, many of 
them will probably leave Tunisia for 
ever.

Peres promises to help 
struggling chicken farmers

Perseverance paid off for a group 
of Jerusalem Corridor chickeo 
breeders who mounted a protest 
demonstration outside the prime 
minister's residence in Jerusalem on 
Thursday. The demonstrators, rep- 
resenting 43 moshavim, had arrived 
early in the day armed with placards, 
crates of rotting eggs and 200 under- 
nourished chickens, some of which 
died by nightfall. 

Undeterred by the absence from 
the capital of Shimon Peres, the 
farmers said they would wait not 
only until be came home, but as long 
as it would take him to promise to 
sol ve their proble m . 

Moshavim in the Jerusalem Corri- 
dor are not included in the 590 
milli on aid plan to boost agriculture, 
recently approved by the govern- 
ment. 

Hie farmers say they are swamped 
by debts because they have been 
forced to sell their produce at low 
prices while paying high interest 
rates on bank loans. To compound 
the problem, most of the money 
owing to them from sales of eggs and 
poultry in recent months is still out- 
standing. 

Mosbe Ashkenazi of Moshav 
Agur, spokesman for the Jerusalem 
Corridor moshavim, told Hu Jeru- 
salem Post that the immediate objec- 
tive of the demonstration was to get 
Peres to meet a delegation of for- 
mers “so that we can explain our 
point.” 

The collapse of a’ moshav cannot' 
be equated with a bankrupt factory, 
asserted Ashkenazi.' “All we knetaris 


agriculture. It's different with us 
because whole families are involved 
in breeding poultry or raising crops. 
A factory worker is one person who 
can be retrained to something else. 
With us, it’s not just one person who 
is responsible for a family's income. ” 

Ashkenazi added that most of the 
43 moshavim are located near Beit 
Shemesh, which is suffering from 
severe unemployment. “They don't 
need us as an additional burden.” 

Shortly before 1 a.m. the head- 
lights of the prime minister’s security 
reconnaissance car beamed down 
Balfour Street, a police van on its 
tail. 

Looking fresh as be stepped out of 
his car, Peres began pumping hands 
and pre-empted any vocal protest by 
saying “You're the moshavniks from 
the Jerusalem Corridor, aren’t 


He listened as they told him that 
their chickens were starving and that 
there would soon be no food for their 
families as well. 

“But you all know that I'm work- 
ing on the agricultural problem,” 
■ Peres interjected. The men voiced 
their fears that their moshavim 
might be excluded from any solution 
to that problem. Promising to re- 
ceive a delegation either today or 
tomorrow, Peres turned towards his 
front gate. 

The farmers were ecstatic. Peres’s 
secretary had not been able to 
arrange an appointment before 
November 24, but Peres himself bad 
brought the meeting forward. As 
they packed up their placards, their 
eggs and their dead and living chick- 
ens, they chanted, “Our Prime 


Minister is a leader. 


Before its regular meeting tomor- 
row afternoon, the Knesser will hold 
a special session of Israel's demand 
j that the subject of Soviet Jewry be 
raised at this week's superpower 
summit. 

The session will consist of 
speeches by Speaker Shlomo.Hillel, 
Aliya Committee chairwoman 
Miry am Glazer-Ta'asa, and Prime 
Minister Peres. 

It is a bad sign that it was felt 
necessary to return to this subject so 
soon after the Knesset debate on 
Soviet Jewry held November 5 and 
11. It obviously stems from the dis- 
appointing message sent by U.S. 
Assistant Secretary of State Richard 
Murphy last week to the Israel 
Council for Soviet Jewry. 

Murphy ng£ only failed to say that 
the U.S. would demand the reopen- 
ing of the emigration gates as a 
condition for the renewal of detente 
with the Soviet Union; but he did not 
even promise that the plight of 
Soviet Jewry would be a prime issue 
at rbe summit. 

Murphy's message followed earlier 
reports that President Reagan would 
“only hint at” the subject of Soviet 
Jewry in his talks with Soviet leader 
Gorbachev. 

The prime minister has particular 
reason for feeling pessimistic. 
Apparently on the basis of promises 
made to him during his visit to 
Washington last month, he had 
taken an upbeat view of what would 
emerge from the Geneva meeting. 

In other matters before the Knes- 
set. Hillel split with his Alignment 
colleagues last week over whether to 
postpone discussion of a move to 
prevent racist bills from being intro- 
duced in the House. 

When former Speaker Menahem 
Savidor tangled with his Likud col- 
leagues they retaliated by keeping 
him out of the llih Knesset. 

Last Wednesday, the Knesset 
meeting was interrupted for 3 Vi 
hours while the Alignment tried to 
win a postponement of the discus- 
sion of the amendment to the Knes- 
set Rules aimed at blocking racist 
bills presented by Meir Kahane. 


Hillel insisted that there be no post- 
ponement, thus aligning himself 
with the Likud. 

It was at the behest of the religious 
factions that the Alignment re- 
quested the delay. In fact, on 
Wednesday morning, the Likud also 
agreed to support this request by the 
religious parties, but changed its 
min d shortly afterwards. 

The religious factions said they 
feared that legislation they initiated 
might also be defined as racist, and 
they wanted time to get some legal 
opinions. 

Menahem Porush (Agudat Yis- 
rael) told the House Committee that 
the racist label might be pinned on 
his party because of the blessing one 
says when “called up” to the Tore: 
“...who has chosen us from among 
all the nations.” He foiled to explain 
how this affected private members 
bills. 

He and Rabbi Hahn Druckman 
(Morasha) and Rabbi Rafael Pinhasi 
(Sbas) voted with the Alignment to 
postpone the discussion of the 
amendment for not more than 10 
days. Avner Shaki (National Reli- 
gious Party) voted with the Likud 
and the left factions against a post- 
ponement. 

In the vote in the plenum a little 
later, after the postponement mo- 
tion was defeated in committee, 
Agudat Yisrael, and Ya'acov Yosef 
(Shas) voted together with Kahane 
against the amendment. 

This would seem to lend credence 
to the charge of Michael Eitan 
(Likud-Herut) that the religious 
wanted a permanent postponement 
(though he was not precise in lump- 
ing all the religious factions 
together). According to Eitan the 
Alignment was prepared to drop its 
support of the amendment 
altogether in order to curry favour 
with the religious parties. 

If the amendment were put off for 
10 days, he reasoned, HQlel would 
be unable to hold up Kahane’s two 
bills any longer and he would be. 
forced to table them this week. After 
that, the amendment would lose its 
urgency.

Reserve service reduced 
folio wing defence cuts

The IDF has reduced reserve ser- 
vice considerably this year because 
of budget cuts, a senior officer told 
the Knesset State Control Commit- 
tee last week. The IDF has also 
taken steps to rectify irregularities in 
calling up reservists, he said. 

The committee had been discus- 
sing the section of the State Com- 
ptroller's Report, published earlier 
this year, which noted cases of reser- 
vists being called unnecessarily and 
in violation of regulations. 

The comptroller found that the 
IDFs Manpower Branch had not 
investigated the irregularities and 
bad not taken steps against units that 
had mismanaged their reserve ros- 
ters. The committee had also re- 
ceived complaints from citizens on 
this issue. 

The officer told the committee 
how the Manpower Branch bad rec- 
tified the irregularities uncovered by 
the comptroller. The defence budget 
cuts had necessitated a significant 
reduction in reserve service S this 
year, he said. The IDF then had to 
make concessions, such as extending 
the period between the end of con- 
scription service and the beginning 


of reserve service from three to six 
months. This would be extended to 

one year soon, he said. 

Requests by units for extensions 
of reserve call-ups would be cut by 
one-third. Teachers would be called 
up only during vacations and student 
requests for study exemptions would 
carry more weight, he said. 

On the other hand, because of the 
economic situation, some reservists 
were volunteering for extra service, 
the officer noted. 

In a previous meeting of the com- 
mittee, O.C. Manpower Branch. 
Alnf(Maj.-Gen.) Amos Yaron. said 
that with the end of the war in 
Lebanon, officers were undergoing 
command courses at a more accept- 
able rate. 

The state comptroller had found 
that in the middle of 1984, 44 per 
cent of company commanders had 
not passed company commanders 
courses and that 32 per cent of 
battalion commanders were not 
graduates of their course. 

The situation was improving for 
company commanders: while the fi- 
gures Tor battalion commanders 
would improve significantly soon, he 
predicted. 


Two held for rape of U.S. woman sailor 


HAIFA (Itim). - Two men sus- 
pected of raping a woman sailor 
from the U.S. Sixth Fleet’s Yellow- 
stone were remanded in custody for 
IS days at the Haifa Magistrates 
Court on Friday. 

Naphtali Kihel, 21, and Issa Sala- 
am, 32, are suspected of having 
raped the 24-year-old electronics 
technician after meeting her in a 
Haifa pub last Wednesday night and 
offering her a ride back to her ship. 


The woman was spotted early 
Thursday by a policeman in a patrol 
car while she was walking in a daze 
along the coastal highway on the 
southern outskirts of the city. She 
later told police that she had been 
with other sailors at a Haifa pub 
where they were joined by Israelis. 


The two suspects offered her a ride 
back to port, she said, but instead 
took her to Shikmona Beach where 
they both raped her and stole her 
handbag, containing $20, documents 
and a camera. 

A police representative told the 
court that witnesses have linked the 
two to the rape. Police investigators 
later said they found the woman's 
camera in one of the suspect’s pos- 
session. 

Kihel told the judge that, “There 
was more or less agreement on the 
woman's part to have sex." while 
SaJama claimed he had been hospi- 
talized at a psychiatric hospital and 
was in the process of rehabilitation. 

The two were arrested Friday on 
the basis of a description the woman 
gave the police. 


Husband held in restaurant shooting 


REHOVOT. - A man suspected of 
trying to shoot his wife and of shoot- 
ing and wounding a man he believed 
was having an affair with her was 
arrested here Friday. 

The shooting suspect. 37, alleged- 
ly surprised the couple in the kitchen 
of the Faculty of Agriculture res- 
taurant here, for which the two share 


the concession. 

The wife and the man fled and the 
husband opened fire, lightly wound- 
ing the man. The wife was hurt when 
she fell as she ran out of the res- 
taurant. - 

The handful of people who were 
eating in the restaurant at the time 
ran to hide in an adjoining room.

Protestants slam Dublin’s 
involvement in N. Ireland 


BELFAST ( Reuter). - Protestant 
leaders opposed to a newly-sighted 
Anglo-Irish treaty on Northern' Ire- 
land vowed yesterday to make the 
province ungovernable if Britain re- 
fused to hold a referendum on the 
pact. 

The accord was also promptly 
attacked by Sinn Fein, the political 
wing of the banned Irish Republican 
Army (IRA), 

Leaders of the mo main Protes- 
tant majority parties. James 
Molyneaux and the Reverend Ian 
Paisley, said ail 15 of their Unionist 
(pro-British) supporters in Parlia- 
ment would resign and fight by- 
eleetions unless there was a referen- 
dum. 

If this failed, they said. Unionists 
would withdraw from a wide range 
of government bodies, including 
health and education boards, the 
Tourist Authority and the Housing 
Executive. 

“We’re talking abut 3n Ulster that 
Britain could not govern." Paisley, 
leader of the hard-line Protestant 
Democratic Unionist Party (DUP). 
told a news conference. 

Protestants are strongly opposed 
to the agreement giving the Irish 
Republic a formal voice in the run- 
ning of the province for the first 
lime. Thev see this as the first step on 


a "slippery slope" towards reunifica- 
tion with the Catholic South. 

“We. will take no part in a prog- 
ramme of self-destruction." Paisley 
told the Northern Ireland Assembly 
yesterday. 

Sinn Fein President Gerry Adams 
said die British government “now 
hopes to escape international critic- 
ism over its colonial occupation of 
Northern Ireland by pointing to 
Dublin government consensus." 


The compact signed on Friday by 
British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher and Irish Republic Premier 
Garret Fitzgerald gives Dublin a say 
in the troubled province in return for 
Irish recognition of continued Brit- 
ish rule there. 

The main British concession 
under the agreement, one of the 
most far-reaching since Britain parti- 
tioned Ireland 64 years ago. is the 
establishment of a joint ministerial 
body, called the Anglo-Irish Confer- 
ence. to deal with political, econo- 
mic and security matters. 

Friday’s conclusive meeting began 
minutes after Irish nationalists killed 
a policeman in a mine blast, one 
more death in a war that has claimed 
2,500 lives in 16 years. 

Thatcher and Fitzgerarld stressed 
that their agreement was aimed at 


isolating extremists such as the IRA, 
pledged to end British rule by force. 

Thatcher emphasized that the 
accord did not derogate sovereignty 
and she told Protestants to take 
comfort in the fact that Ireland had 
formally recognized their legitima- 
cy- 

•‘In the last resort decisions and 
responsibilities of affairs north of the 
border will remain with Britain." she 
said. 

Fitzgerald said, 'A primary part 
of the agreement was to provide the 
meaos by which the minority can feel 
themselves full first-clpss citizens. 
Nationalists can now raise their 
heads knowing their position is. and 
is seen to be. on an equal footing 
with that of members of the Unionist 


community.” 

The Irish leader also noted that for 
the first time Britain had stated that 
it would fegislate in parliament to 
bring about a united Ireland pro- 
vided the majority in the North 
wanted it. 

Some other parts of the agreement 
appeared to stop somewhat short of 
Dublin's original demands, such as 
immediate refomrof the security 
forces and the judiciary, particularly 
the no-jury special guerrilla courts. 

These were met with promises to 
look into the issues. 


Brasilians vote for mayors 
in first free polling since ’64 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AP). - The 
Brazilian Democratic Movement 
Party, the main force in the eight- 
month -old civilian government, was 
headed yesterday for a broad win in 
mavoral elections, the first polling 
free nf military control in 21 years. 

But the parry was stunned by a loss 
in Sao Paulo, with 10 million inhabi- 
tants Brazil’s largest city and a major 
industrial and financial centre. Ex- 
p resident Janio Quadros. backed by 
a conservative coalition, won by 
14N.OOO votes, contradicting pre- 
election polls. 

Senator Roberto Saumino Braga, 
of the socialist-oriented Democratic 
Labour Party, won in Rio de 
Janeiro, the nation's second largest 
city. 

The Democratic Movement Par- 


ty, which last year mobilized press- 
ure to get the rightist military gov- 
ernment that seized power in 1964 to 
return Latin America’s biggest na- 
tion to civilian control, won or was 
ahead in 15 of Brazil's 23 state capit- 
als. 

News media said the results of this 
election would profile the basic poli- 
tical make-up of the country. 

Some 18.5 million Brazilians, 
almost one-third of the registered 
electorate, voted for mayors in 201 
cities. 

The venues included all 23 of 
Brazil's state capitals - major metro- 
polises - plus cities the military reg- 
ime arbitrarily bad designated 
“national security zones.” The 
mayors had previously been 
appointed. 


Es-artificial heart man leaves hospital 


TUCSON. Arizona (AP). - Heart 
transplant patient Michael Drum- 
mond walked out ‘of.. University 
Medical Centre on Thursday, two- 
and-u-half months after he became 
the youngest person to receive a 
Jarvik-7 artificial heart. 

Drummond. 26. wearing a white 
protective mask over his nose and 
mouth, walked slowly to a parking 
lot and was driven away by his 
father. He made no comment except 
to sa> "thank you” to a security 
officer who wished, him good luck. 

Drummond, whose own heart had 
become badly diseased, was kept 
alive for nine davs bv a Jarvik-7 


while doctors searched for a suitable 
human donor heart. He received the 
heartof-a Texas autoaccident victim 
on September?, making him the first 
Jarvik-7 patient to give up the device 
for a second human heart. 


Meanwhile Anthony Mandia. the 
6tsi recipient of the Penn State tem- 
porary artificial heart, died of an 
“overwhelming infection’’ Thurs- 
day after 18 days of life with a human 
donor heart, authorities said. 


Mandia, 44. died from complica- 
tions linked to an infection along his 
chest incision, the Milton S. Hersbey 
Medical Centre said.

Liberian 
coup leader 
slain, body 
on display 


ABIDJAN (Reuter). - President 
Samuel Doe, firmly back in com- 
mand in Liberia after a coup attempt 
on Friday, inspected the bullet- 
riddled body of his former colleague 
Brig. -Gen. Thomas Quiwonkpa. 
who led the abortive rebellion 
against him. 


A jubilant Doe, holding a rifle, 
was cheered as be was driven in an 
open motorcar to the main military 
barracks in the capital Monrovia 
where the body of Quiwonkpa was 
on public display. 


According to Liberian radio 
broadcasts. Quiwonkpa. a fugitive 
since the failure of Tuesday’s coup, 
was shot dead Friday by one of Doe’s 
bodyguards who found him hiding 12 
kilometres from the capital on the 
main road to the airport. 


Doe said in a radio broadcast that 
people had nothing to fear providing 
they did not harbour rebels still at 
large. He added that anyone found 
on the streets after dusk would be 
shot. 

He said a lot of people had been 
killed and property destroyed. 
Eyewitnesses reported seeing truck- 
loads of bodies being ferried across 
Monrovia as well as looting by sol- 
diers. 


Soviet hero dead at 7 2 


MOSCOW (AP).- Marshal Alexan- 
der Pokryshkin. who shot down 59 
enemy planes during World War II 
and went on to become one of the 
two most decorated military men in 
Soviet history, died after a lengthy 
illness, the official news agency Tass 
said Thursday.

U.S. and Britain again reject 
mandatory bans on Pretoria 


UNITED NATIONS. - The U.S. 
and Britain on Friday night vetoed a 
Security Council resolution impos- 
ing mandatory sanctions on South 
Africa for refusing to implement a 
UN independence plan for Namibia 
(South West Africa). 


Britain had earlier suggested that 
the Council follow die Common- 
wealth's example and impose limited 
economic sanctions for blocking the 
plan for independence of the terri- 
tory of South West Africa. 

British Ambassador Sir John 
Thompson unsuccessfully urged the 
15-nation body to “see the merits of 
a strategy which enjoys the backing 
of 46 (Commonwealth) govern- 
ments from all parts of the world, 
that will assist us in conveying to 
South Africa a unanimous message 
of firm and consistent persuasion 
and pressure.” 

The move for more extensive eco- 
nomic and trade sanctions was 
sought by six non-aligned Council 
members - Burkina Faso. Egypt, 
India, Madagascar, Peru and Trini- 
dad and Tobago. Both the U.S. and 
Britain view the tougher measures as 
"completely unrealistic." 

Unrest in South Africa, blamed 
largely on resentment of apartheid, 
erupted overnight Friday across the 
country, adding at least one more 


victim to the death toll of over 800 in 
the past year. 

Police said a 63-year-old man was 
dragged from his home by youths, 
stabbed to death, and his body set 
alight at Hofrneyer in the Eastern 
Cape. Burning is a fate usually re- 
served for black people seen as “sell- 
ing out” to apartheid. 

Two white men, both aged 20, 
were badly burned early Friday after 
a petrol can was hurled into their car 
in southern Cape Province. 

Two black men were also seriously 
wounded when police fired on 
stonethroweis in Cathcart, also in 
the Eastern Cape. 

In the white town of Welkom in 
the Orange Free State, where an 
Australian rebel cricket team is 
staying, a bomb blast Friday night 
damged an ice rink. Police dissoci- 
ated the attack from the presence of 
the cricketers, who are due to tour 
South Africa in defiance of intense 
opposition from anti-apartheid cam- 
paigners. 

In Soweto yesterday, troops 
moved into the 3.000-bed Baragwa- 
nath hospital to replace sacked au- 
xiliary workers whose protests over 
pay and conditions erupted in vio- 
lence on Wednesday. Police have 
arrested 718 employees who face

USSR, UAE set up diplomatic ties 


ABU DHABI (Reuter). - The Un- 
ited Arab Emirates (UAE) has be- 
come the second Arab Gulf state in 
two months to establish diplomatic 
relations with the Soviet Lhtion, 
boosting Moscow's profile in the key 
oi l-prod ucin g region . 


Abu Dhabi and Moscow 
announced on Friday that they 
would set up full diplomatic re- 
lations effective from Wednesday, 
seven weeks after the UAE’s south- 
ern neighbour Oman said it was 
doing so. 


The UAE. tike other states of the 
Gulf Cooperation Council (GCC), 
has close economic and cultural ties 


with the U.S. while criticizing its 
support for Israel. Until recently, 
Kuwait was the only GCC state with 
an embassy in Moscow. 

UAE sources said the agreement 
was reached during recent talks in 
Abu Dhabi between a Soviet envoy 
and UAE officials. 

In Kuwait yesterday, the emir of 
Kuwait. Sheikh Jaber al- Ahmed al- 
Sabafa. received Soviet Deputy 
Foreign Trade Minister Grishin 
Ivan, who diplomats say is the most 
senior Soviet official to visit Kuwait 
since it won independence from Bri- 
tain in 1961. The Kuwait News 
Agency reported the talks but gave 
no details. 
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Iraqis hit oil tanker in Gulf, 
Iranians chase British ship 


BAHRAIN (Reuter). - Tlie five- 
year-old Iran-Iraq war enveloped 
neutral shipping again yesterday 
-when Iraqi jets hit an oil tanker off 
Iran and Iranian seaborne comman- 
dos chased a British tanker near the 
Strait of Hormuz. 

Iraq reported two air attacks on 
shipping off the Iranian coast and 
shipping sources in the Gulf said a 
tanker believed to be Maltese had 
been hit and set ablaze. 

They had no news of a second 
attack but said the crew of the tanker 
Koncar took to the lifeboats after a 
missile slammed into its forepeak, 
starting a fire. The captain, who 
stayed aboard with a radio officer, 
later reported that the blaze had 
been put out and that there were no 
casualties. 


The Koncar was carrying 60.0ft) 
tons of crude from Iran‘s main ojj 
terminal at Kharg Island in. the 
northern Gulf to a makeshift cxpon- 
faciiitv at Sirri Tsland, lower dbtwi 
the waterway, when it was hil, 


Two squads of seven Iranian cow- 
mandos- in dinghies, meanwhile, 
chased the British tanker Lonricm 
Team near the entrance to theGjilf. 
shipping sources said. 

Thev abandoned the chase and the 
captain of the vessel, carrying a full 
load of oil. radioed that it was pro- 
ceeding normally, the sources said." 

There was no immediate explana- 
tion of the incident. But Iran bav 
stopped dozens of vessels in the Gulf 
in recent months to check for cargo 
bound for Iraq. 


10 said dead in new Sri Lanka violence 


NEW DELHI (AP). - Four police- 
men were killed yesterday by a land- 
mine planted by Tamil separatist 
guerrillas in eastern Sri Lanka, and 
six Tamils were later shot dead in 
reprisals by security forces. United 
News of India reported. 

The new agency said the violence 
occurred in Barticaioa, the capital of 
the Eastern Province, where officials 
say more than 70 people have been 
killed in the past week. 


Quoting unidentified official 
sources in BatticaJoa. UNI said four 
policemen in a jeep convoy were 
blown up when the rebels set off a 
landmine. Another policeman was 
critically injured, the agency said. 


Later yesterday, police comman- 
dos of the government's Special 
Task Force fired into the crowded 
streets of the town, killing six 
Tamils. L»NI said. 


Sudan leader sees solution for south 


KUWAIT (Reuter). - Sudanese 
leader General Abdul-Rahman 
Swareddahab said in an interview 
published Friday that problems in 
southern Sudan could be resolved if 
the area had its own parliament and 
government within a unified state. 

“The southern problem could be 
settled, within the framework of a 
unified state, if it had its own parlia- 
ment and government,” Swaredda- 
hab. leader of Sudan’s transitional 
military council, told the Kuwaiti 
daily Al-Qabas. 


The Sudan People's Liberation 
Army (SPLA) has been waging a 
bush war against government forces 
in the south for over two yean*. It b 
the only group of significant force to 
fight on since former president 
Ja'afar Numeiri was deposed in 
April. 


Swareddahab said he hoped it 
would be possible to arrange a 
national conference soon to discuss 
Sudan's problems and negotiate a 
settlement to the southern problem. 


Soviets prepare two Syrians for space flight 


MOSCOW (AP). - Two Syrians are 
preparing to blast into space with 
Soviet cosmonauts soon, the official 
news agency Tass reported here 
yesterday. 

A brief announcement said two 
unidentified Syrians are now train- 
ing at the Star Gty cosmonaut train- 
ing centre outside Moscow named 
after Yuri Gagarin, the first man in 
space. 

A Tass report from Damascus 
quoted Syrian Vice-President 
Mohammed Zuhrein Masfaarika as 
saying, the Syrian, cosmonauts are 


ready to go into space very soon. 

He said the Svrians. in addition to 


taking part in space flights, would [ 
carry out scientific research indud- i 
ing the location of mineral re- : 
sources, geo-phvsics and biological -- ; 
medicine. ■■ - 


Neither report gave any details 
about the Soviet-Syrian mission. 


Cosmonauts from all six Soviet 
bloc countries and from Vietnam, 
Cuba. Mongolia. India and France 
have already' conducted joiftt mis- 
sions with the Soviets in the past. ’ 


Albania vows to have no relations with Soviets 


VIENNA (Reuter). - Albania, 
which broke off relations with the 
Soviet Union exactly 25 years ago. 
said yesterday it would never be 
reconciled with Moscow. 

Regardless of who is in power in 
the Kremlin, “They remain revision- 
ists in ideology, they are imperialists 
in policy, they are enemies of 
Marxism-Leninism" with whom 
the Albanian Labour party and the 
Albanian people will never recon- 


cile,” the party newspaper Zeri / 
Popullit said. 

Last week the official Soviet news 
agency Tass repeated that Moscow 
was interested in restoring fruitful 
cooperation. 

But Zeri l Popullit quoted Ramiz 
Alia, first secretary of the Labour 
Party, the offidal name for the Com- 
munist Party, as saying Albania 
would have no relations of 3ny kind 
with the U.S. or the Soviet Union. 


Toxic anti-freeze discovered in French champagne 


VIENNA (Reuter). -The toxic anti- 
freeze at the centre of Austria's wine 
scandal earlier this year bas been 
found in French champagne sold in 
Austria, the country’s consumers' 
association said. 

Diethyleoe-gtycol is a de-icing 
agent which sweetens wine if added 
to alcohol. In excessive amounts, it 
can cause kidney and brain damage. 

The association said on Friday 
that tests showed 73 to 1.083 milli- 
grams per litre of the chemical in 
some ieading brands of French 
champagne. More than 30 milli- 
grams per litre can endanger health. 


The consumers' associaiton said it 
was the first time that diethylene- 
glycol was discovered in French alco- 
holic beverages. 

More than <50 people, including 
wine farmers, traders and chemists, 
have been detained in Austria on jp 
suspicion that they laced Austrian 
wine with the chemical. Austrian 
wine exports fell sharply because' of 
the scandal.

“So many people of such diverse 
backgrounds are coming together on 
these issues,"said Shalvi, emphasiz- 
ing that at IWC “speak-out” meet- 
ings all over the country, "the issue 
of women in the divorce courts is the 
first issue to be raised.” Many 
women in the audience speak from 
their own painful experiences. 

Unexpected support for the 
IWC's cause came Wednesday when 
former MK Sa’adia Marciano hap- 
pened to walk past the capital's cen- 
tral post office shortly after noon. 
An acquaintance in the crowd asked 
him to sign a postcard and mail it. 
Marciano wanted to know what he 
was signing. He then set about re- 
cruiting other passers-by and thus 
secured several more signatures. 

Several people in the crowd were 
clutching batches of postcards, hav- 
ing earlier signed up relatives and 
friends who were unable to be pre- 
sent.

• the selection of at least one 
woman to sit on the^ppointmenis 
committee for the rabbinical courts 

• the faster and more efficient 
processing of divorce cases 

• the "establishment of clear 
guidelines, rules and regulations to 
govern the workings of rabbinical 
courts 

• more efficiency' in handling di- 
vorce files 

• improving and correcting the 
general situation for women seeking 
divorces. 

Shalvi will also push for regular 
monthly meetings between the chief 
rabbis and the IWC so that the 
organization can bring concrete ex- 
amples of cases of women who have 
been poorly treated to the attention 
of the two rabbis. 

Although she is optimistic that 
tomorrow's meeting could lead to 
the beginning of a solution for count- 
less women who have suffered while 
seeking divorces, Shalvi says the 
IWC is also poised to lauch an inten- 
sive lobby among members of Knes- 
set and orher prominenr public fi- 
gures. The IWC knows of 91 hus- 
bands who have been allowed by 
local rabbinical courts to marry a 
second wife without divorcing their 
first. More than half of these deci- 
sions by local rabbinical courts have 
been ratified by the chief rabbis. 

The IWC believes it is "unfair and 


unjust on the part of the rabbinical 
courts to he more sympathetic to 
men who have encountered difficul- 
ties because their wives refuse to 
accept a dhorce. 

"Such discrimination." contend 
members of the IWC. "runs counter 
to J uduism «i emphasis on justice." A 
woman whose husband refuses lo 
grant her a divorce, or who deserts 
her and is too thoughtless to leave a 
bill of divorce behind, is destined 
never to remarry. 

One woman who is active in the 
IWC . did not participate in the Jeru- 
salem muil-in. because she was 
afraid that it might jeopardize the 
outcome of her latest appeal to the 
rabbinical courts. Married for .12 
years, the woman uas deserted 1“ 
years ago. She has been appealing 
without success to the rahhiniud 
courts to have her marriage dis- 
solved. Any chances she had of mar- 
rying someone else and startinu up a 
new life and family haxv "been 
ruined. 


Experts on HaJacha have told 
Shalvi that there are wavs in which 
such women can be liberated from 
their misery and suffering. The in- 
creasing level of support which the 
IWC is getting from various religious 
sectors seems to verify this claim. It 
now remains to be seen how the chief 
rabbis will react.

In mixer or food-processor, chop 
the vegetables, add to the soup with 
salt and pepper and continue cook- 
ing until meat and barley are tender, 
about another hour. 

If using neck of mutton remove 
meat from bone, dice meat and re- 
turn to broth. Rebeat. 

Serve sprinkled with parsley. 

Note: Instead of 1 kilo neck of 
mutton one can use 1 kilo lamb cut 
imo pieces and to kilo bones. 

Serves eight to 10 

Brown Stock 

Stock is best made, jf possible, the 
day before it is required. 

1 to litres cold water 

to tsp. salt 

500 gm. beef bones 

Any scraps of lean meat, fresh spices 

available 

Bring slowly to the boil',' s kimming 
often, and shnmef very slbwly’co- 
vered for 4-5 hours. Make sure that 
the level of the liquid is kept up by 
addition of more boiling water now 
and then. 

Half-way through cooking time 
add a bouquet garni consisting of 
sprigs of marjoram, parsley, mace, 
thyme and a bayleaf tied up in a 
piece of washed gauze. If you can’t 
get sprigs use ground spices. Dried 
herbs - to tsp. of each - can be used 
instead. Then add a few slices of 
turnip, carrot and onion. Continue 
to simmer for the remaining time. 

Allow to cool. Strain into a basin 
and remove fat before using. This 
stock makes a good foundation for 
most soups and stews. 


Stewing about winter 


Bessie Springson makes some suggestions for soups and stews 
that tempt the palate but don't tax the pocketbook.

Swiss Broccoli Soup 
6 cups milk 

250 gm- frozen broccoli 

2 med. onions, chopped 
30 gm- margarine 

1 tbs. flour 

250 gm. grated cheese 
to tsp. salt 

Cook broccoli and onions in sim- 
mering milk until tender- Melt mar- 
garine in small saucepan. Stir in 
flour, add flour mixture to milk. 
Cook and stir for four minutes. 

- Remove from heat and add grated 
cheese and salt. Stir until cheese is 
melted; Serve immediately. '' '■ 
Serves six to eight 

Fish Chowder 
A whole meal in one. 

Fish chowders originated in 
France and contained shell fish. 
Here is a version adapted for dietary 
laws. 

1 kilo fish, cod or haddock 

Fish bones (if possible to obtain from 
fishmonger - they improve the stock 
but are not essential) 

4 med. potatoes, chopped 

3 carrots, chopped 

2 stalks celery, chopped 

2 Ige. onions, chopped 
30 gm. margarine 

8 cups water 

1 tbs. parve chicken soup powder or 

3 chicken cubes crushed 
1 bayleaf 

1 tsp. thyme 
to tsp. rosemary 

1 tsp. salt 

to tsp. pepper 
to cup dry white wine 

2 tbs. chopped parsley 
Pinch paprika 

Place fish and bones in a heavy pot 
with bayleaf and enough of the water 
to cover and boQ gently until just 
starting to flake when tested with a 
fork. In the meantime sautg onions 
in the margarine until just tender. 
Strain fish and bones, if any, then 


return the stock to saucepan and add 
the potatoes, celery, carrots, 
sauteed onion, salt and pepper and 
the remainder of the water. Bring to 
the boil, then add chicken powder or 
cubes, thyme, and rosemary and 
cook until vegetables are tender. 

Remove bayleaf and transfer mix- 
ture to blender or food-processor. 
Blend until smooth. - 

Flake fish and combine with 
punted vegetables, broth and wine. 
Heat through >and serve garnished 
with a sprinkling of paprika and 
parsley. 

Serves eight to 10 


Pot-au-Feu 

The French offer this favourite 
dish - first serving the broth and then 
the meat and vegetable platter. 

1 kilo lean beef, round or chuck roast 
500 gm. bones (marrow when 
obtainable) - optional 
234 litres water 
1 carrot, diced 

1 med. onion, chopped 

2 tsp. salt 

6 peppercorns 

1 bayleaf 

to tsp. thyme 

2 doves garlic, crushed 
4 sprigs of parsley 

1 onion studded with whole doves 
4 carrots, halved lengthwise 

1 turnip, quartered 

2 stalks celery cut into short lengths 
2 leeks cut into short lengths 

1 small cabbage cut in half but tied 
together so that it does not break up 
while boiling. 

In large saucepan place meat, 
bones, diced carrots, celery, chop- 
ped onion, parsley, garlic, bayleaf. 
thyme, peppercorns, salt and water. 
Bring to the boil. Skim. Reduce heat 
and simmer gently for 2 to hours. 

Add remaining ingredients, cover 
and simmer 1 hour. Test to see 
whether meat is cooked. Arrange 
meat and vegetables on a platter, 
cover with a little of the broth. Keep 
warm. 

Strain the broth. Add 30 gm. pearl 
tapioca ot semolina and cook for 15 
minutes. Serve broth first. 

Serves six to eight. 


2 tsp. brown sugar 
2 cloves garlic, crushed 
8 bayleaves 

2 tbs. Worcestershire sauce 
Salt and pepper to taste 
Margarine 

Place the fish in a well-greased 
ovenproof dish. Mix choppped on- 
ion. tomato and green pepper with 
brown sugar, garlic, salt and pepper 
and sprinkle over fish. Blend Wor- 
cestershire sauce with to cup water, 
pour over fish and place a bayleaf on 
top of each piece. 

Dot top with margarine and bake 
in a preheated medium oven at 
180°C for about 40 minutes. 

Serve with potato puree and 
cooked carrots. 

Serves eight 


and stir in the Worcestershire sauce, 
oats and paisley. Set aside for about 
to hour. 

Just before using, fold in the bak- 
ing powder and beaten egg-white. 
Mixture should be thin enough to 
drop easily from the spoon. Pour 
mixture gently through a coarse col- 
ander over the saucepan of gently 
simmering soup. Cover and simmer 
for five minutes.

Irish Stew 

1 to kilo neck of mutton or any white 

meat cut imo small pieces 

Water to cover 

10 sprigs of parsley, chopped 

1 Ige. turnip, diced 

1 to kilo potatoes, sliced 

1 Ige. onion, sliced 

4 med. carrots, sliced 

4 allspice berries 

1 tsp. salt 

V4 tsp. pepper 

Place meat in heavy saucepan, add 
allspice and parsley and cover with 
water. Bring to the boil, skim, cover, 
simmer for 2 hours. Add vegetables, 
salt and pepper, cover and cook for a 
further 45 minutes. 

If using neck of mutton, remove 
the neck from stew, trim the meat off 
the bones, chop coarsely and add to 
stew. 

Meanwhile prepare soup drops 
(see below). Fifteen minutes before 
cooking is completed add Quaker 
soup drops.

3 med. onions, sliced

60 gm. margarine 

Fry minced beef with chopped 
onion and garlic. When brown add 
the tomato juice and to tin water. 
Worcestershire sauce. Add season- 
ing according to taste. Mix thor- 
oughly. cover and cook slowly for 20 
minutes. 

Make crumble by mixing flour and 
margarine with fingertips. Transfer 
mince to casserole, cover with the 
crumble. Dot with margarine and 
bake uncovered in hot oven at 200°C 
for 30 minutes. 

Best served with baked potatoes 
and vegetables.

Goulash With a Difference 
1 kilo shin of beef (No. S), cubed 
Oil 

to kilo carrots, sliced 


1 2 kilo tomatoes, blanched and 
grated or chopped 
2 beef cubes 
4 cloves garlic, crushed 
2 Ige. onions, chopped 
1 tbs. instant coffee 

1 tsp. salt 

1 4 tsp. pepper 

2 cup water 
Flour 

Dust the meat cubes with flour 
and sear in very hot oil - enough to 
cover the bottom of the skillet. Place 
meat in a saucepan. 

Add a little more oil to skillet and 
fry the chopped onion until golden 
brown. Mix fried onions and all 
ingredients with the exception of 
beef cubes and coffee, cover, bring 
to a boil. Add crumbled beef cubes 
and coffee, cover and simmer for 
two hours or until meat is tender. 

Best served with rice.

I kilo round steak (No. 1 rt red

1 clove garlic, crushed 
to tsp. Tabasco sauce 
] tbs. Worcestershire sauce 
to cup dry red wine 
to cup water 
1 tsp. salt 
to cup water 
1 cup Telma whip 

4 ths. mayonnaise 
1 cup rice, cooked 

Combine flour and 1 tsp. salt. 
Pound flour mixture into steak. Cut 
meat into Julienne strips. Brown in 
half of the shortening in a heavy 
skillet. Place meat in a 2to- litre 
saucepan. 

Melt remaining shortening, add 
onions and brown lightly. Add 
mushrooms and sauttf until lightly 
browned. Now mix instant coffee, to 
cup water, wine. 1 tsp. salt, crushed 
garlic. Tabasco and Worcestershire 
sauce and add to the meat. Cover 
and simmer for 30 minutes, then stir 
in the mushroom mixture and to cup 
water. Cover and simmer another 30 
minutes or until meal is very tender. 
Just before serving mix whip and 
mayonnaise and gradually add to the 
meat and mushrooms and heat gent- 
ly - do not boil . Serve over fluffy hoi 
rice. This can be made in advance 
and frozen but only add mayonnaise 
mixture after heating up the de- 
frosted Stroganoff.

Worker output lias risen 21# since 1983 

El A1 staff wants the fruit 
of its increased productivity

Post Aviation Repurler 
TEL AVIV. - El A! employees 
greatly increased their productivity 
last year compared with workers in 
other international carriers, but they 
are disgruntled ot er the altitude of 
management. 

The productivity figures compiled 
by the International Air Transport 
Association ilatat for P»S4. show 
thar El A! ranks eighth on the list 
which analyses a company's revenue 
per passenger, relative to distance 
flown and the number of employees. 
Tower Air topped the list, followed 
by Icelandair. Pan Am. Jal. Con- 
tinental. TWA and United. 

The output per El A1 employee 
was 2l.ti7% higher than in 19S3. the 
report says. 

Regarding freight, too. El Al has 
chalked up u considerable success. 
When the tonnage carried is com- 
pared with the distance flown and 
the number of employees. El Al 
ranks third, after Flying Tigers and 
TMA - and that is a 50.n5% im- 
provement over the previous year. 

However, unrest among the air- 
line's staff appears to be on the verge 
of breaking to the surface. 

A letter by the workers' repre- 
sentative committee prepared for 
distribution on Sunday accuses man- 
agement of failing to honour prom- 
ises and letting workers benefit from 
their increased productivity. 

Promises to provide dentai ser- 
vices. a pension fund and a share in 
revenues resulting from increased 
productivity have not been hon- 
oured. it is claimed. 

Management does not realize the 
difficult economic conditions the 
workers face, the shop committee 
writes. “When managers travel 
abroad ceaselessly and collect their 
per diem expenses - amounting to 


many hundreds of dollars - it is dear 
they are cut off from the reality that 
our’pay has been eroded consider- 
ably. 

"One cannot fire tenured work- 
ers. fail to give tenure to temporary 
workers who have considerable 
seniority . pay starvation wages, end- 
lessly increase the work load and 
delude the workers with unfounded 
promises." it added. 

One staff committee member, 
who spoke on condition he not be 
identified, said that management has 
been treating the staff roughly. 
“There is military rule here. All the 
top managers are retired army offic- 
ers." he complained, referring to 
some of the senior managers. 

Management has rejected the 
workers' demands, noting that the 
company is still under the supervi- 
sion of a temporary receiver. 

The workers want the court to end 
the temporary receivership and are 
likely to file such a request when the 
question of receivership comes be- 
fore the court next month. 

In the meantime, the Histadrut 
official responsible for transport 
workers. Moshe Levy, has appealed 
to the Ministers of Transport and 
Economic Planning to end the tem- 
porary receivership - which has 
lasted three years now. 

Levy noted that the company's 
revival programme has been a suc- 
cess. and that its operational profits 
are “satisfactory" - suggesting that 
this was sufficient grounds to return 
the board of directors to the com- 
pany. The workers committee main- 
tains that such a move would make 
management more receptive to the 
stuffs demand. 

But temporary receiver Am ram 
Blum has stated in the past that he 
would step down when El Al was 
profitable again. That is not yet 
the case.

F arm team back from China

TEL AVIV. - A delegation of Israeli 
agricultural experts returned several 
days ago from a study tour of China, 
it is learned. The Israelis travelled on 
Israeli passports. 

The delegation was invited to in- 
vestigate the possibilities of estab- 
lishing regional agricultural centres 
which would disseminate knowhow 
and serve as distribution points for 
fertilizers, pesticides and irrigation 
equipment. 

However, the Israelis learned that 
the Chinese were also interested in 
foreign financing, something the 


Israelis were not ready to discuss, 
since such an investment would be- 
gin to repay itself only in 10-15 years, 
after it had paid for itself. U was felt 
that the best method, if the plan was 
to succeed, was for a company or 
group in a third country, or even the 
government of another country to 
provide the capital. 

Several other Israeli delegations 
have visited China during the past 
year, mainly in the agricultural field. 
As far as is known, no actual con- 
tracts were signed, although the 
Israelis did get a much better under- 
standing ofthe conditions of work- 
ing in China. 


Record decline in U.S. retail sales 


U.S. Treasury saved at the last moment 


WASHINGTON (AP). - The U.S. 
House of Representatives last week 
approved and sent to President 
Ronald Reagan a bill temporarily 
refilling the U.S. Treasury's empty 
coffers with borrowed monev, 
apparently averting a government 
financial crisis . 

The House, by voice vote and 
without debate, accepted the Sen- 
ate's version of a short-term increase 
in the government's debt limit, pas- 
sed earlier bv the House. 

The bill would avoid potential 
embarrassment for the President as 
he leaves for his summit with Soviet 


leader Mikhail Gorbachev. Reagan 
has indicated through a spokesman 
he will sign the legislation. 

The White House warned 
Wednesday that unless the Treasury 
can borrow more money, the gov- 
ernment would stop paying its bills 
on Friday. 

The Administration supports 
permanent legislation raising the 
national debt ceiling to $2,078 tril- 
lion - more than twice the figure 
when Reagan took office in 19$fand 
enough to last through another $200 
billion - deficit year. 

Still, the President was ready to 
sign a short-term debt hike. 


WASHINGTON (API. - Retail 
sales in the U.S. plunged a record 
3.3% in October, the government 
said yesterday in a report sure to 
raise fears about the durability of the 
economic recovery. 

The Commerce Department said 
retail sales, paced by a sharp drop in 
auto purchases, fell $3.9 billion to an 
October level of $115.5 billion. 

The steep fall in car sales followed 
a buying frenzy in August and 
September, when 'consumers re- 
sponded to cut-rate financing deals. 

Car sales dropped a record 14.6% 
last month, following increases of 
6.1% in August and 8% in Septem- 
ber. 

Without the huge decline in de- 


mand for cars, retail sales would 
have actually risen .5% in October. 

Economists have been warning 
that the consumer buying splurge 
may be coming to an end because of 
weak growth this year in personal 
income and a record-high consumer 
debt level. , 

The big spurt in car sales was one 
of the key factors boosting overall 
economic growth to a 3.3% rate in 
the July- September quarter. 

White the Reagan Administration 
predicts that economic growth this 
quarter will top the third-quarter 
level, many analysts are forecasting 
a decline based on the fact that auto 
sales are expected to be much weak- 
er. 


Suspension of tin trading extended 


LONDON (Reuter). - The London 
Metal Exchange, bowing to pressure 
from bankers and metals brokers, 
last week jJedded to extend its sus- 
pension of tin trading to allow -the 
international tin community more 
time to try and put together a rescue 
package for the beleaguered indus- 
try. metals traders said. 


The move to postpone the reopen- 
ing followed a meeting at the Bank 
of England at which traders were 
briefed on a refinancing package 
being put forward by around 35 
banks to rescue the Intematinai Tin 
Council. Traders said the package 
could total some £900 million ($1.3 
billion).

Fibronics Intfl had higher profits

FIBRONICS INTERNATIONAL, 
an affiliate (33% ) of Elron Electro- 
nics, published results for the quar- 
ter ending September 30, 1985, 
showing a sharp jump in profits for 
the period compared with the pre- 
vious year. 

Net profits came to £523,000 (9 a’ 
share), against £305,000 (7 a share) 
in the JuJy-September 1984 quarter, 
a growth of 72% in absolute figures, 
although in per share terms the gain 
is smaller, since the company's capit- 
al grew in the interim. Sales 
amounted lo $6.85 million, more 
1 than double the equivalent 1984 fi- 
gure of $3. 22m. 

For the nine months ending in* 
September, sales rose by 111%, 
from $S.44m. to $17.83m.. and net 
profits grew by 115%. to SI. 442m.. 
compared to $671,000 in January- 
June 1984. In per share terns, pro- 
fits rose from 15 to 27 for the nine- 
month period. 

From the figures it emerges that 
the rate of growth of profits slowed 
significantly in the most recent quar- 
ter, as compared to the Gist half of 
the year. This development was pre- 
dicted by Fibronic’s management at 
a press conference last month, where 
the changes in export subsidies and 
financing arrangements stemming 
from the new economic policy were 
blamed for the change in trend.

MADRID (Reuter). - Spain's state- 
owned airline Iberia said last week it 
cut its losses in the Financial year up 
to October by 10 billion pesetas ($62 
million) from 16 billion

staffing and a switch to McDonnel 
Douglas DC-lOs from Boeing 747s 
on Latin American routes, helped 
reduce the deficit.

Prinz. of course, has not 
responded to the request, but Leumi 
and Co. told the exchange that it was 
willing to consider each case on its 
merits, although it was under no 
legal obligation to buy the shares 
now. 


Mekor ot to strike if farmers 
handle own irrigation project

TEL AVIV. - The Union of Mekor- 
ot Workers threatens to strike if the 
fanners, through the Hamashbir 
Hamerkazi sales agency, try to 
cany out the mooted $70 million 
water project in three parts of the 
country. 

Union bead Shmuel Kelem told 
The Jerusalem Post Friday that if 
Hamashbir Hamerkazi attempts to 
carry out the project, the union will 
reciprocate. “I will propose to the 
workers that we should open an 
agency to compete with Hamashbir 
Hamerkazi in selling agricultural 
equipment. I will have no problem 
raising money by selling stocks in 
this agency to the workers." 

Earlier last week, Shlomo Eisner, 

1 the genera] manager of Hamashbir, 
said that the cooperative is owned by 
farm settlements, some ofWBich are 
in desperate need of more water. 
This money will go for three projects 
in recycling sewage water for 
irrigation. 

Hamashbir represents the Amer- 
ican tractor company John Deere 
here. According to Eisner, John 
Deere officials will try to get interna-

tional financial circles to grant loans 
for this project. If the project is 
carried out, about one-third of the 
$70m. is earmarked for the purchase 
of agricultural implements, and Eis- 
ner has received a pledge from the 
farmers that this equipment will be 
bought from John Deere. 

Mekorot's Kelem has advised 
John Deere not to get involved with 
the project. He explained that in the 
past fanners have tried to carry out 
water projects independently, claim- 
ing that it was at their own expense 
only to come running for aid from 
the government later on. 

“The Finance Ministry refuses 
them all funds and demands that 
they turn over the project to Mekor- 
ot. 

_ /’There is a government derision 
IHatoniy Mekorot ran carry ont and 
supervise water, projects, including 
those connected with the recycling of 
sewage water," Kelem said. 

He added that within the 
framework of the Histadrut the mat- 
ter of farmers trying to take away 
work from Mekorot workers is being 
investigated by a committee beaded 
by Hevral Ha 'Ovdim head Danny 
Rosolio.

> anamoly - a softspoken, humble 

fighter who seems to like everyone, 
including his opponents. 

Indeed, since Muhammad Ali no 
heavyweight champion has been 
able to endear himself to boxing fans 
the whole. Boastful and out- 


only the boxing public but millions of 
people throughout the world with his 
wit and mischievous charm. 

But nowadays the leading 
heavyweights, for the most part, are 
pale imitations of Ali, both in perso- 
nality and ability. And they lack 
dedication, as evidenced by the con- 
stant turnover of champions, apart 
from Larry Holmes who held bis title 
for more than seven years. 

Perhaps it was fitting that, at his 
press conference, Spinks sat on a 
dais that included two popular for- 
mer heavyweight champions who 
were liked by boxing fans and their 
opponents aiike, Jersey Joe Walcott 
and Joe Frazier. 

I’ve never 'experienced anything 
like this, before iri my life,” Spinks 
said at one point in his gracious 
speech, while pledging to “take on 
all comers.”

- Israel is represented 
by its world bowling star Cedi 
Bransky and top local player Joe 
Goldberg at this week's Hongkong 
Lawn Bowls Classic, the annual 
world pairs championship for men. 
This is the first time that Israel has 
been invited to the prestigious meet , 
which is being contested by the 
game’s 10 leading nations. 

“The invitation shows tbe in- 
creased stature of Israel on the inter- 
national bowling scene, where 
Bransky has established himself as 
one of the game’s leading half-dozen 
players,” local Bowls Association 
(DBA) chairman Jack Rabin com- 
mented last week. “Both in men’s 
and women’s competitions, Israel is 
continually improving its showing in 
major tournaments.” 

A total of 20 teams are taking part 
in the two-section round-robin, with 
the top four in cadi going through to 
the quarter-finals. The 40 partici- 
pants are this weekend wanning up 
for the event with a singles tourna- 
ment. The championships them- 
selves start tomorrow. 

Bransky, 43, and 52-year-old 
Goldberg prepared for the Hong- 
kong trip with a month of intensive 
training, divided between their re- 
spective Ra'anana and Kfar Hamac- 
cabiah dubs. On the eve of the 
team’s- departure, Bransky told me: 
“I am very optimistic about Israel’s 
chances. Our team should certainly 
reach the quarter-finals and we have 
even got the ability to win the world 
title. 

However, at home Bransky faces 
a serious challenge from South 
African-born Jeff Rabkin -still only 
28 - who beat him 21-11 on tbe way 
to winning the IBA’s just-concluded 
sixth Masters Tournament for the 
country’s 12 leading players. Rabkin 
stayed on in Israel after taking part 
in last summer’s Maccabiah Games 
as a member of the “Modfi’im” con- 
tingent of new immigrants. The for- 
mer Western Province bowler took 
the title with a flourish, overwhelm- 
ing long-time international Srun Sku- 
dowitz 21-4 in tbe round-robin final. 

Rabkin swept the Masters im-

mediately after winning the singles, 
pairs and trips competitions in the 
annnal national championships, a 
feat only previously accomplished by 
Skndowitz. The event attracted an 
entry of more than 500 men and 
women. Rabkin beat Tony Swerd- 
Iow 21-6 in the singles final. He won 
the pairs with Ivor Stone, a recent 
immigrant from Wales, still a novice 
- a category applied to bowlers who 
have not played for more than three 
years. In trips, Rabkin was part- 
nered by Okloc Rabrnowitz and Kal- 
ley Saacks. 

The men's fours title went to John 
Goldberg, Matt Gordon, Haim Mil- 
ler and George Kaminsky, the latter 
two newcomers from Argentina and 
also novices. Bransky missed the 
championships for family reasons. 

Former South African interna- 
tional bowler Miriam Jankelowitz 


underlined her supremacy in the 
women’s game by winning both the 
-Masters and the national angles 
crown, with identical 21-18 last 
round victories over Lily Mflstein 
and Molly Skndowitz respectively. 
Her triumph m the Masters marked 
Jankeiowitz's fifth success in seven 
outings, while she has gained the 
national crown five times in the past 
eightyears. 

Other women’s winners in the 
nationals were: pairs - Maya van 
Creveld and Chanrta Hertogs ; trips - 
Maisie Kay, Edith Cohen-MLntz 
and Mimrie Davimes; and fours - 
Bernice Ffllemer, Debby Chiet, 
Laurice Cohen and Shirley Kansky.

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No need to panic 

THE relatively high rise in the consumer price index for 
October - 4.7 per cent, instead of the less than 4 per cent that 
the Treasury’ had hoped for- will no doubt be seen by many as 
an ominous sign that the government’s stabilization policy is 
faltering. With inflation over 4 per cent, a cost-of-living 
allowance is due next month. It is feared that if prices then rise 
in turn, a new outbreak of high inflation would be around the 
comer. 

Economics and Planning Minister Gad Va’acobi has indeed 
already proposed a reassessment of the government's policy 
and earlier implement t ion of a planned income tax reform. He 
also suggests that employers' payments to national insurance be 
reduced to compensate them for the increase in their wage costs 
resulting from the advanced cost-of-living allowance. 

Against the background of last week's cabinet crisis, it will 
not be surprising if a'jittery atmosphere is created by what looks 
like a setback for the stabilization programme. However, a 
closer look at the components of the price index shows that its 
relatively high rise was mainly caused by seasonal factors, 
nearly ail of 'which were known in advance and expected: an 
increase in the prices of clothing and footwear at the beginning 
of the winter season, a rise in the price of housing, and an 
exceptionally steep increase in the prices of fruits and veget- 
ables. 

None of these is indicative of the basic trend of prices, and 
their effect is likely to disappear. Indeed, the estimate of a 1.5 
per cent price rise in the second half of October, published a 
week ago by the Central Bureau of Statistics, suggests that the 
effect of the seasonal factor has already petered out. The mild 
weather that has prevailed into the second half of November, in 
particular, is likely to bring the prices of fruits and vegetables 
down sharply. 

True, the rise of prices above the 4 per cent mark triggers the 
payment of a .’.8 per cent cost-of-living allowance a month 
earlier than the government expected. This, however, is still far 
from cause to fe3r a new round of the wage-price spiral. 

Manufacturing costs 3re so far still under no significant 
pressure, and least so for exporters who are less affected by the 
high interest rates on commercial credit lines than producers 
who work for the home market. Even with the cost-of-living 
allowance now falling due. real wage costs are still far below 
their level four months ago. the dollar exchange rate - the 
second important cost factor - is some 2 per cent below the par 
set when the recovery programme was launched, and real 
interest rates have come down and are continuing to fall. 

There is. therefore, no cause for nervousness. The economic 
recovery programme will not stand or fall by the fluctuations in 
price inflation in a single month. It must be judged over a longer 
period. Nor does the October index and the resulting 3.8 per 
cent rise in nominal wages one month ahead of time add force 
to the arguments for additional budget cuts, whatever their 
other merits or demerits. The cost-of-living allowance is not 
going to swamp the markets with a tidal wave of additional 
consumer demand. 

Least of all is there any reason for the government to start 
subsidising wage costs, through a reduction of the employers' 
national insurance contributions, as Mr. Ya’acobi has hastened 
to propose. A tax reform is needed and is on the books, but it 
would be rash to take it out of the context of the overall budget 
policy for fiscal 1986.

accepting UN Security Council re- 
solutions 242 and 33S as well as 
Israel's right to exist. The U.S. 
agrees with Israel that the ball is 
currently in Jordan's court, he said. 

The defence minister refused to 
speculate about Jordan's efforts to 
improve relations with Syria. The 
outcome of these meetings, he said, 
was still not dear. It was also un- 
clear. he added, whether any such 
rapprochement would be good or 
bad for the peace process. 

Israel. Rabin said, would be pre- 
pared to accept some opening inter- 
national framework for future peace 
talks provided that any substantive 
discussions involved bilateral, direct 
talks between Israel and a joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian group. 

What has encouraged Rabin in the 
current efforts to promote the peace 
process was Hussein's readiness to 
enter into direct discussions with 
Israel - under certain circumstances 
- even if Israel did not promise in 
advance to withdraw from all of the 
West Bank. This, he said, represents 
a significant change from Hussein's 
long-standing demand that any 
negotiations only follow such a 
pledge from Israel. 

He noted that late Egyptian presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat came to Jeru- 
salem in November 1977 to enter 
into direct peace talks with Israel 
only after then Israeli foreign minis- 
ter Moshe Dayan met secretly two 
months earlier in Morocco with 
Egyptian official Hassnn Tohamey 
and effectively committed Israel to a 
total withdrawal from Sinai. 

Rabin also said that the real direc- 
tion of Soviet policy toward the 
Middle East would become apparent 
only after this week's Reagan- 
Gorbachev summit. But he did not 
appear to hold out any great hope for 
a dramatic Soviet about-face. 

On other matters. Rabin said he 
had reviewed several bilateral 
weaponwelated issues with the 
Americans, including the amount of 
U.S. military assistance to be prop- 
osed in next year's foreign aid bill. 

In the current 19$ri fiscal year bill, 
there is SI. 8 billion in military grants 
for Israel. Israeli officials believe the 
administration is prepared to in- 
crease that sum bv at least 5 per cent 
to nearly SI. 9b. This would reflect 
the pending level of U.S. inflation. 


Israel is seeking a bigger increase. 

Shultz, on Thursday, went out of 
his way to praise Israel's economic 
recovery programme, especially the 
readiness to cut defence spending. 
The secretary', according to Israeli 
officials, said he had never asked for 
Israeli defence cuts as he fully 
appreciated Israel’s extraordinary 
security problems. 

Rabin said the administration 
would continue helping Israel to 
strengthen its military capability and 
modernize its navy. Israel has been 
hoping to win final U.S. approval to 
coproduce submarines at the Haifa 
shipyards. Rabin said the Soviet Un- 
ion has recently upgraded the Syrian 
navy, including the transfer of two 
new submarines to Syria. 

During the session at the Penta- 
gon with Weinberger, there was still 
no U.S. reply to Israel s long- 
standing proposal to manufacture 
huge quantities of mortars for the 
U.S- Army. For many months. 
Israel has been hoping to win this 
lucrative contract which would signi- 
ficantly enhance Israel's exports. 

The defence minister also re- 
viewed with the Americans the 
ongoing U.S. -Israeli efforts aimed at 
coordinating strategy in combating 
terrorism. 

Rabin noted that the two coun- 
tries were exchanging ail sorts of 
intelligence information on fighting 
terror outside Israel, but Israel's 
major terrorism problem involved 
the increasing number of acts surfac- 
ing in the West Bank and Gaza, 
which the U.S. cannot help Israel to 
fight, he said. 

Weinberger informed Rabin that 
the U.S. Navy would be prepared to 
help search for the Israeli submarine 
Dakkar. which disappeared in 19bS 
somewhere off the Egyptian coast, 
but Egypt would first have to request 
such U.S. assistance. Some 70 Israeli 
seamen were aboard the submarine. 

The Egyptians have refused to 
allow Israeli specialists to look for 
the submarine, which is believed to 
be lying at the bottom of the 
Mediterranean somewhere near 
Alexandria. But Rabin expressed 
the hope that Egypt would permit 
the L T -S. to search for the vessel. 

Rabin was due last night to leave 
Washington for a speaking tour this 
week . 


PRESIDENT RONALD Reagan 
embarks on his first summit with 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev in 
a relatively strong position. 
Reagan's domestic political standing 
remains solid, and there is a clear 
sense in Washington that the Demo- 
crats are avoiding any overly harsh 
partisan sniping at him on the eve of 
the get-together in Geneva. 

Reagan scored a lopsided reelec- 
uon victory over his Democratic 
presidential opponent. Walter Mon- 
dale. exactly one year ago. He still 
has three years left in office - a long 
time in the world of international 
affairs. The Soviets do not yet regard 
him as a lame duck. They are be- 
lieved by experts in Washington as 
prepared to deal seriously with a 
whole range of issues, including 
arms control, human rights, trade 
and regional problems. 

But whether anything very drama- 
tic comes out of the meetings, of 
course, remains to be seen. 

The event, on Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday. has all the hallmarks of 
a spectacular media circus. 
Thousands of reporters, camera- 
men, technicians and other hangers- 
on will guarantee that a worldwide 
audience will witness every burp and 
hiccup. But the most important ses- 
sions will be held behind closed 
doors. 

In advance of the summit, the 
Americans, understandably, are 
trying to lower expectations across 
the board. Thus, any agreements 
achieved - even if modest - would 
automatically appear more signifi- 
cant. White House political strateg- 
ists. moreover, do not want the U.S. 
news media to describe the affair as 
an American failure. 

Reagan, Secretary of State 
George Shultz. National Security 
Adviser Robert McFarlane and 
other administration spokesmen, 
therefore, are talking about their 
objectives in rather low-key and 
modest terms. If there can be some 
limited reduction in global tensions, 
they insist, that by itself would repre- 
sent a significant development. 

“I think... that there's been too

much of a tendency to try to build a 
euphoria in advance of the summit." 
Reagan told the magazine U.S. 
News and World Report this week. 
“None of us are euphoric about this. 
We realize that the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union have very real differ- 
ences that have to be discussed " 

REAGAN WENT on to agree with 
the questioner that the U.S. was 
going into this summit in a relatively 
strong bargaining position. “We do 
have a strength that we haven’t had 
in times before this, both military 
and economic." he said. “We cer- 
tainly don't go hat in hand. 

'i believe this strength will aid us 
not in imposing our wifi on someone 
- we don't intend to do that - but in 
convincing the Soviets that there is 
an advantage to both nations in 
arriving at a better understanding 
than we have now 

In the area at the Middle East. 
U.S. officials say. there are some 
indications rhat the Soviets may 
finally be prepared to play what 
Washington would regard as a more 
constructive role in trying to settle 
the Arab-Israeli conflict. But there is 
still no hard evidence of this, only 
some signals and a lot of hope. 

Several months ago. the State De- 
partment listed a number of actions 
the Soviets might take to demons- 
trate their change of heart in cooper- 
ating with the U.S. in the Arub- 
Israeli peace process. For example, 
the Americans cited a Soviet deci- 
sion to restore diplomatic relations 
with Israel. They also proposed that 
Moscow reduce its hostile propagan- 
da against Israel and its massive 
weapons transfers to radical Arab 
states. 

These points were officially con- 
veyed to the Soviets at that time by 
-Assistant Secretary of State Richard 
Murphy w’ho had a special session 
with the Soviets exclusively devoted 
to the Middle East. That one-time 


meeting did not produce any real 
breakthrough, but Washington is 
still prepared to explore additional 
opportunities. 

There are some optimistic U.S. 
officials who believe the Soviets may 
be ready to play ball. The Soviets 
could cooperate with Washington in 
trying to advance the Arab-1 sraeli 
peace process, they say. by leaning 
on Syria. Such a course of action 
could be critical in getting an inter- 
national peace conference off the 
ground in the coming weeks. Thai is 
now seen by Washington as the first 
step toward direct Arab-Israeli 
peace negotiations. 

The Soviets, in addition, could 
cooperate with the U.S. in the UN 
Security Council in passing a resolu- 
tion which would invite the respec- 
tive parties to such an international 
gathering. U.S. officials believe 
there is room for cooperation with 
the Soviets in the Middle East. 

INDEED. SOME Americans are 
predicting that the only real progress 
to emerge from the summit may fall 
in this category - , given the wide dif- 
ferences between the two sides on 
arms control and most other broader 
issues. "At least we have some com- 
mon language in the Middle East." 
one American specialist says. "We 
might be able to do something 
there.” 

There are also some Israeli diplo- 
mats in the U.S. who agree. The 
Middle East Policy Survey . a 
Washington newsletter, quoted 
them as noting that the Soviet lead- 
ership may calculate that the peace 
process, under U.S. auspices, may 
eventually proceed without them 
and possibly with Syrian involve- 
ment. 

Still, there is no shortage of Israeli 
and U.S. officials who disagree. 
They insist that the Soviets have not 
had any fundamental change of 
heart toward Israel or the peace 


process. "They want to keep the pot 
boiling. ' one of them said. 

Bui bevond any potential coop- 
eration in Arab-Israeli diplomatic 
activity, the administration has sug- 
gested. both publicly as well as pri- 
vately- that the Soviets could signal 
their good will by casing their h;?ras>- 
mentof Soviet Jews and others ^ek- 
ing permission to emigrate. 

'Israel, too. has been looking for a 
change in So\ iet policy, especially in 
this area of human rights. Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres has made no 
secret of his readiness to accent a 
more active Soviet role in some sort 
of international auspices for direct 
Arab-Israeli negotiations - as de- 
manded bv Jordan's King Hussein. 

A Soviet resumption of diplomatic 
relations with Israel would be a good 
start. But bevond that, the Soviets 
could permit France ro conduct 
direct flights of large numbers of 
Soviet Jewish refugees to Israel. A 
new wave of Soviet Jewish aliva 
would certainly underline a more 
positive Soviet tone, according to 
Israeli officials, who said that Peres 
was personally very committed to 
winning more exit visas for Soviet 
Jews. Indeed, he might be willing to 
allow a more formal Soviet role in 
the peace process if only the number 
of immigrants is increased - even if 
this is not accompanied by a restora- 
tion of diplomatic ties. 

But there are no guarantees that 
any of this is actually going to mater- 
ialize. The new Kremlin leadership 
of Gorbachev and Foreign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze remains un- 
tested. For al! their public relations 
hype, they could prove to be even 
more hard-line than their predeces- 
sors. "We still really don’t know for 
sure." said one U.S. government 
expert on the Soviet Union. 

THERE IS no doubt, however, that 
this Soviet leadership is anxious to 
win new U.S. trade concessions.

ISRAEL HAS for months now been 
embroiled in all the strife that char- 
acterizes a general election cam- 
paign. We have a government with 
two major components, both of 
which are skirmishing for votes as in 
an election campaign: the only un- 
certain fact being the date when it 
will be held. 

There are serious differences of 
opinion in the country over the cru- 
cial question of the acceptable condi- 
tions for the procedure of reaching 
an effective peace with our Arab 
neighbours and over the content of 
the peace. 

These differences relate to a mat- 
ter of such central importance that it 


is the bounden duty of the two main 
contenders for power to discuss 
them, one would hope more dispas- 
sionately than they have done, in all 
their ramifications and implications. 

If the issue becomes feasible, and 
there is still very grave doubt that it 
will (or when it will), the Israel 
electorate will face a decision more 
far-reaching in its consequences than 
any which has arisen since 1948. 

Labour and the Likud have equal 
duty and responsibility to keep out 
of t he arena of debate t hose issues on 
which there is a national consensus. 
There is so much that divides us that 
it is imperative that we define for 
ourselves the issues on which we are 
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not divided. They are many. 

For example, the two major blocs 
are united in their solidarity with 
Soviet Jewry: united against any cal! 


for rebellion - from the left or the 
right: united in condemning racist 
policies. 

No party represented in the 
cabinet can absolve itself of respon- 
sibility for the decisions of that 
cabinet in regard to economic policy, 
except by resigning. The voters of 
Israel are not fools and anyone who 
thinks they are will live to* regret it. 
The electorate knows that no deci- 
sion on economic policy can be 
taken, or has been taken, without 
the initiative, concurrence or ac- 
quiescence of both Labour and the 
Likud. 

The two parties are also united ia 
their concern for the maintenance of 


the defence capability of the coun- 
try, the stimulation of public respect 
for the IDF and the elevation ot ii> 
morale-

On these issues. Israeli society is

A DEFENCE OF PRIVATE PHARMACIES 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir. - Alexander Carlebacb's re- 
view of Rabbi Bulka's book. The 
Coming Cataclysm: The Orthodox- 
Reform Rift and the Future of the 
Jewish People" (November 1). is 
titled "Sounding the alarm." The 
burden of the review is an examina- 
tion of well-known arguments of 
rabbis blaming the so-called assimi- 
lation ist trend primarily on the Re- 
form Movement of America. He 
quotes estimates to the effect that, of 
the more than 50 per cent of Amer- 
ican Jews who have "broken away 
from tradition." two thirds of them 
are in a Jewish limbo (his designa- 
tion). 

This calls to mind the cries of 
" Gewah !" in the U.K. this past sum- 
mer. when the report of the demog- 
raphic unit of the British Board of 
Deputies was released. There, too. 
the alarm was sounded in response 
to the finding that a large percentage 
of British Jews have “broken away." 

In the instance of America as well 
as in the instance of the LLK.. repre- 
sentatives of both communities de- 
plored the lack of success of tradi- 
tional religious activities in prevent- 
ing "breaking away"; yet, they 
urged more of the same as remedy. 
In neither instance, however, bas a 
dynamic, growing alternative even 
been mentioned; to wit: secular and 


humanistic Judaism. 

In North America, there is the 
Conference of Jewish Secular Orga- 
nizations, representing some 30 ac- 
tive communities in the U.S. and 
Canada, as well as the Association 
for Humanistic Judaism which 
embraces some 15 communities in 
the U.S. alone. 

Here, in Israel, there is a living, 
pulsating, expanding movement of 
Jews who are tired of old. inapplic- 
able or inappropriate solutions to 
current problems. They have formed 
the Israel Association for Secular 
and Humanistic Judaism (IASHJ). 
which defines Judaism - not in the 
cramped and narrow words of the 
Oxford Dictionary as the "religion 
of the Jews" - but as "the totality of 
Jewish culture, tradition and way of 
life throughout the ages; as the pro- 
duct of the creative spirit of the 
Jewish People and as a cumulative 
source of inspiration in the spirit of 
rational humanism’.” In this context, 
we recognize the various forms of 
religious expression as one facet in 
the diamond of human achievement 
-Judaism. 

Perhaps with this alternative now- 
available . fewer Jews will "break 
away."

The price of drugs is strictly reg- 
ulated by the appropriate govern- 
ment agencies so that drug prices are 
standardized throughout the coun- 
try. The price structure allows only 
the minimum amount of profit 
needed for a store to exist. 

With regards to SuperPharm. this 
giant department store has entered 
the pharmacy market on the strength 
of huge financing from Canada and 
its financial success Is far from being 
a certainty. My own personal experi- 
ence of pricing in SuperPharm is 
that, besides its "loss leaders." the 
price structure seems to me to be

- 1 would like to clarify certain 
points in your front-page AP report 
of November 10 on the terrorist 
attack against the Palace of Justice in 
Bogota. 

1. It is by no means certain that 
the government knew in advance 
about the planned attack. 
Elementary logic suggests that, had 
the government known, it would 
have taken all possible precautions 
to prevent it, since this kind of action 
undermines its stability. Sudden 
attack is the basis of terrorist activity 
all over the world and Colombia is 
no exception. 

2. Unfortunately. 12 justices 
were killed, including the President 
of the Supreme Court. Alfonso 
Reyes, as well as 12 soldiers and 
officers, 'the administrator of the 
building and two security guards. 
Also killed were the 40 terrorists 
who took part in the action, includ- 
ing six leaders of the M-I9 Move- 
ment and its two top chiefs. In addi- 
tion. 35 members of the armed 
forces were wounded. 

3. In the course of the siege. 25ft 
persons were rescued from the build- 
ing, including the minister’s wife and 
the President's brother.

Therefore, the government v*as 
obliged to adopt emergency mea- 
sures to ensure the normal function-

It is interesting that, whilst here 
the 500-mecre rule is suspect, in 
England, which has seen an explo- 
sion of “leap-froggers" and "open 
next door" pharmacies, thus under- 
mining a suitable distribution of 
stores, the new National Health Ser- 
vice contract just negotiated in- 
cludes for the first time a limitation 
clause. 

The same Mandatory rules gov- 
erning the 500-metre limitation also 
dictate the size and lay-out of phar- 
macies. resulting in the small and 
old-fashioned look. They also great- 
ly restrict the range of merchandise 
permitted to be sold, thus constrain- 
ing the ability to reduce the profit on 
■medicines. In England, it is the sale 
of cameras, exercise sandals and dog 
food which subsidizes the low profit 
on National Health Sen ice dispens-

ing of the Supreme Court and the 
State Council. 

7. From the start of the attack 
and until half an hour before military 
action was launched, the govern- 
ment offered the terrorists guaran- 
tees of their lives and the right to be^ 
judged in accordance with Col- 
ombian laws if they surrendered. 
They answered with bursts of 
machine-gun fire. 

8. No government in the coun- 
try's history has made greater efforts 
for peace than President Betuncur's.

The 
large majority of the" terrorists 
accepted the government's offer and 
only a few of them, including the 
M-19 Movement, refused to aban- 
don terrorism. 

9. The whole country repudiates 
the alliance of terrorists and drug 
traffickers ami maintains complete 
support of the government in this 
emergency in order to ensure peace jp. 
and guarantee the stability of the ' 
democratic regime.
